INFORMATION CONCERNING MARSOVAN AND THE 
MARSOVAN CHURCH. 

Marsovan is a town in Asia Minor, Turkey, of up- 
wards of 25,000 inhabitants. It is some seventy miles 
from the shore of the Black Sea. The port is Samsoon 
near Trebizond. One-third of the population of Mar- 
sovan are Armenians, two-thirds Mohammedans. In 1853 
the*Hvangelical Christian Church” was organized there 
with 12 members. The church now numbers 381 mem- 
bers. At every communion there are admissions on 
confession of faith. The church is self-supporting, in- 


dependent and undenominational. For the support of 


its pastor, its schools and other benevolent purposes, it 
raises about $1,000 a year. As the people are exceed- 
ingly poor, this is for them a large sum. But this is 
not all; three or four months ago, for a new church build- 
ing of which they were in sore need, they raised $2,500. 
The present house of worship, an old building of sun- 
dried brick, is too small for the congregation. Though 
it holds with any comfort only 800 persons, 1,200 hear- 
ers are crowded into it Sabbath after Sabbath. There 
are no pews. The congregation sit in Turkish fashion 
on the floor, as closely as they can be packed together. 
Many at every service are unable to find ruom, even so, 
in the house. With a building of sufficient size an 
audience of 2,000 or 3,000 could easily be gathered. For 
this reason, the church, after exerting itself to the ut- 
most in raising $2,500, has been compelled to send its 
pastor, Rev. G. H. Filian, to the United States for assis- 
tance. ‘T'he building needed wi!l cost at least $20,000. 

Rev. G. H. Filian, the pastor of Marsovan church, 
graduated in 1882 from Chicago Theological Seminary. 
The Faculty of that institution is deeply interested in 
him and his work and recommends him to the Christian 
public. ‘he following letters, the originals of which 
arein Mr. Filian’s hands, explain themselves: 
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FROM THE MARSOVAN EVANGELICAL CHURCH 
TO THE CHRISTIAN CHURCHES AND FRIENDS OF 
THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


Dear BRETHREN tn Jesus Curist:—The Evangel- 
ical church of Mersovan in Asia Minor, Turkey, was 
organized in 1853. Since then this church has been 
growing gradually. When it was organized it had only 
12 members, but now bas 381 members. This churchis 
altogether an ind+pendent and self-supporting church. 
It is one of the largest churches in the Centra! Turkey 
Association. We have generally about a thousand per- 
sons to hear the Sabbath sermon; sometimes we have 
more than a thousand hearers. Our church bmilding will 
hold in a comfortable way only about eight hundred 

rsons, but we are obliged to receive more than a 
thousand. Already our church building is an «ld and 
a weak, sun-dried brick building. Therefore we feel the 
need of a large and a strong church buiiding. When 
nearly two years ago our dear pastor, Rey. G. H. Filian, 
came to us our congregation began to grow. Some of 
us thought that perhaps these comers would not contin- 
ue to be permanent, but experience shows us that they 
are permanent comers, and are increasing Sabbath after 
Sabbath, for whom we have no room. 

.As we have a great number of church-going people, 
at the same time we musi confess that they are for the 
present, generally a poor class of people. But we be- 
lieve that they are growing in grace. There is a general 
revival not only in our church, but in our city. We 
believe that the time is near, that many souls will be- 
come truly converted and consecrated to the cause of 
Christ. And at the same time we believe that we must 
use the means. The best means it seems to us, judging 
from our standpoint, for our country, is to preach the 
Gospel in a convenient church building. To have such 
a church building in our city, will cost us at least $20, 
000. Already we have pledged ourselves $2,500, which 
is ready. We need $17,500 more. To whom shall we 
go? To whom can we make our application? Our 
country is not a Christian couotry. Of course enlight- 
ened countries must help us. We make our appliction 
to cur sister churches. ‘To say more correctly, to our 
daughter churches, because we consider our coubtry 
the motherland. The present Turkish empire is not like 
China or Japan. She is the mother of humanity and 
of Christianity. Man was created here and Christianity 
was origivated here. We would like to have our Chris- 
tian friends consider this also, that a Theological 
Seminary, Amotolia College and a boarding school for 
young ladies are here. and threugh our church many 
students are converted and are the members of our 
church. They goto all parts of the empire, as well- 
educated and Christian ladies and gentleman, to enligaht- 
en their land. For such a centre of education and 
evangelization we need a substantial house of worship, 
and for this very “ause, reluctantly, we send our esr 
pastor, Rev. G. H. Filian, to you and solicit you ip the 
name of Jesus Christ, help him kindly and send him to 
us as soon as possible.

The school year begins the second Wednesday in September N. S. when all 
pupils should be promptly on hand, and closes the second Friday in July, with 
public examinations, 

No pupil is admitted into the Freshman class who is under #4, and no one 
into the Lower Preparatory class under 12 years of age. 

In order to be admitted into the Lower Preparatory class. the candidate must 
be acquainted with Geography, the four primary rules of Arithmetic, also with 
the grammar of his vernacular, and be able to read in the Osmanli character. 

The candidate must, in every case, have satisfactory testimonials as to moral 
character; an immoral student is subject to summary expulsion. 

The use of tobacco and ardent spirits is strictly forbidden in this school. 

All students must attend the religious exercises of the college, but all are at 
liberty to attend the services of their own churches in the city. 

The school furnishes many conveniences and facilities: It has large grounds. 
a high and airy situation, healthy climate, pure water, large, new buildings. It 
furnishes iron bedsteads and table furniture. has a special bath, library and vari- 
ous newspapers and magazines, and lends text-books at low rent. There is a 


special physician to watch over the health of all, and care for the sick. 

Vocal music has attention through the whole course. Rhetorical and elocu- 
tionary exercises take place every Wednesday P. M. There are weekly lectures, 
during the Whole course, ou historical, literary, scientific, and popular subjects.

The American citizens of Smyrna and vicinity hereby unite in an appeal to their fellow citizens in the United 
States for aid for the sufferers from the recent earthquakes in Scio and Cheshme. 


On the afternoon of Sunday April 3 the city of Scio and all the villages on the South part of the island were 


almost entirely destroyed by an earthquake. A few days later a similar fate befel the city of Cheshme on the main- 
land opposite Scio. 


As yet itis impossible to determine the number of killed. It has been variously estimated from 3—to 15,000 souls 
5,000 would perhaps be a safe estimate. 


The number of wounded and mutilated is simply immense and new cases of suffering are being daily discovered. 


In the city of Scio the number of houses was estimated at from 4 to 6,000. Of these it is safe to say that 3/, are 3 : 


in ruins. 99 in 100 are uninhabitable and perhaps not one but has suffered serious injury. Careful inquiry reveals 
the same state of affairs in the villages. 


The inhabitants of Cheshme, being warned, escaped with their lives but their city like the city and villages of Scio 


is a complete ruin. 
. The U. S. man-of-war “Galena, English and French men-of-war, also Austrian,German and Greek vessels are at 


work exhuming dead bodies from the ruins, and scouring the island for wounded persons. 


Sisters of Charity and nurses, Roman Catholic and Protestaut, are uniting with the Doctors of these various ships 
in caring for the sufferers. . 


The city of Smyrna has been aroused in a most commendable manner, all classes and all nationalities have sprung 


quickly to the call for relief and have joined in sending large contributions of food, clothing bedding and other neces- 
saries. 


Contributions have also come in from Constantinople and other cities of Europe and Asia, These are being distri- 
buted through a well selected international committee so that the present wants of the sufferers are being met. There 
will however be great need ofassistance, inthe future, and such assiepmace as it willbe impossible forthe impoverished 
people of the country to render. In wiew of these facts a meeting of M@erican citizens was called by our Con- 


sul Mt. Duncan, a committee was constituted, and it was voted to make an appeal, to our fellow citizens of the 
United States for aid. | 


Two particulars may be mentioned in which future assistance will be greatly needed, particulars which we believe 
will appeal strongly to the Christian sympathy and charity of our friends in the United States, 


The first of these is the rebuilding of the houses now in ruins, for the poor stricken people are without shelter 
and the majority of them are without the ready means of relievingthemselves. While great care will need to be exer- 


cised in rendering assistance of this kind, the committee feel that such aid should be rendered, and we appeal to you 
to take part in this work. | | 


The second particular is some sort of provision for the unfortunate ones, who have received permanent injury, 
and who must spend the restof their lives ina state of helplessness and dependence. 


We should be glad to have a large portion of what may be contributedin America used in this way. 


We ask the various American papers to unite with us in presenting this appealto the notice of the American 


public, and suggest that moneys may be sent directly to the Commitee in Smyrna orto either one of the following

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Evanoelistic Work. 
Our report of the Evangelistic Work of the Station, though all that we 
hac hopved,uet presents much of encouragement. 
To begin with SMYRNA, the work of the Greek Alliance presents special 
occasion of oratitude for the past and present and of hope for the future. 
The persecution of the previous year has served, rather to advertise its work, 
than to hinder its progress,and thus the hopes of its enemies have been disapp- 


ointed. But of this devartment a separate revort will be presented. 


As to the Lords work among the Armenians in Smurna,it is much to sau 


that the Church has, during the year,been free from internal dissensions, and to a 
90 0d deareé,harmontous in its plans and action. The Sabbath congrecattons have cam 
-siderablu increased,a lLarcer number of vouno men from the interior towns 
having attended public worship, than at anu time for several uears before. During 
the Last Winter there was somethino of a revival interest and,as we hope,o few 
conversioms, but our hopes for a general awakenino among the people,were not 
realized. 

The actina pastor, Rev. Morderos Iknadiosian,has lLaboured with untiring 
zeal,and with great earnestness oj heart, ard hts Labours hare not been without 
encouraotna results, but he has Stontfted his intention to Leave Smurna,at the 
end Of Auoust,and steps have been taken. to secure one to fill the vacancy, and 
we are seeking divine aquidance in this matter. 

The Campbellite Fapntists under the lead of Kev. Shtshmanian, continue 
to preach their pveculiar noticis, to a small conareaation, reckoning all outside 
their ranks as unsaved heathen. Three of the members of our Church i joined 
them during the wvear. 

The “Strancer’s Friend Society’,mentioned in our Last 
revort,has received a larce accession of members durina the uvear, and is accomplisl 
-ing a good work in the line indicated bn its name.With proper management, it

The Sunday School in our own hired house,of which mention was made 
‘Last veat, continues to be well sustained, though it has met with much opposition: 
Of late,esveciallu,we Learn that some children who have been acor.stomed to attend 
the Sunday School, are auestianed about it o1 Monday unmthe day school and tf it 
be found that theu have attended the Sundau School, the day before, they are punish 
-ed for it. Thus from time to time our numbers have been somewhat diminished, yet on 
the whole,the School is well susStained,often a hundred or more persons beina 
pTesent,and much aood seed ts betnoa sown. 

Outstations--Boordoor. -Of the outstation work, that at Boordoor continues 
to show most encouraoing progress. The preacher, kev. Harotune Hagopian, has the con- 
fidence of the entire community,and is welcomed at the houses of the leading 
men, both Armenian and Greek. There is now a band of seventeen, mostlu young men, 
united and earnest, though veru poor in this world’s goods,yet striving to do 
what theu can for the support of gospel ordinances. On the occasion of our visit 
to that place in Nov. lLast,one of the brethren, veTu to 
present to the Protestant community, for a much needea cemeteru, a field which he 
had purchased for stzteen too ‘far away , Jor the 
purpose required, they were at to eachange, for a suitable place neater, 

or to sell and purchase for the same object. 

The school for Armenian gitls has been well sutained,in spite of 
much direct opposition by the priests, and during the visit above referred to; 
@ veTu urgent Teaquest was presented bu some of the leading Seooks of the Ortho— 
doz Community, that we would send a teacher for a school of Greek girls,and at 
beast ten pounds were promised for the first year, towards her support, but we 
have not been able co with their requests. We should also be able to ence: 
a boys school at this place,another year. Last Winter movement, very hopeful 
for the future, was one in the Line of temperance,in which nearlu,or quite all the 
Protestant brethren pledoed themselves to total abstenance :from the use of wiee 


and other spirituous Liquors, and several of them also have left off the use of 


‘4, 


tobacco. This .peaple are in very great want of a building, %o accommodate preacher, 
schools and congregation. The place now rented :for the purpose is quite insuffic- 
ent for room,and wholly unsuitable in other respects, yet suitable quarters caa- 
not be found or tf ‘found, cannot be secured. The people are unable to pay one heyy 

the ezpensesof such a building,yet it seems essential to the prooress of the 
work and we propose to present an estimate for this object. 

Oedemish.-The work at Oedemish has taken a new start in advance, durin t 
past year. The preaching of the gospel has been specially advertised through the 
persecution of a certain young Armenian who had accepted the truth,omd was very 
zealous in telling others of his new-found treasure. Having a large circle of 
telations in the town, the news Of his change spread rapidly, and brought upon 
him a shower of persecution, from all directions, his most bitter foes being thoee 
of his own household. So sharp was the persecution, that he felt obdlioed to leave 


home,and found Lodgings in the house of the preacher. This he did severa] times, 


but his familu being dependant on his profits in trade, he wale ebba invited 
back, until theu finallu, Lost all hove of reclaiming him. The excitement connectea 
with this case attracted the attantion of others, and a goodly number of uoung 
men soon began to attend worship, several of whom have shown a deep interest in thi 
truth,and a new interest in Bible study has been awakened. A-flourishing school 
hos also been sustatited, with increasing Success ,taught by the preacher with the 
help of a uoung Lady assistant. 

A reading room and coffee shop-a sort of youno men’s *“rest.has also been 
Opened tz the market,as a centre for christian effort and a resort for young 


men,who woula otherwise spend their eveninos ist places of temptation. 


Two vouno men of place,c Greek and an Armenian, members of our boys school 
in Smurna, spending a at home, Last Winter, were veru active tn 
christian work,in the market and from house to house,and their influence contribut 
-ead much towards the awakenine of a new interest amono the voung men,and did 


much to encourace the heart of the preacher, Rew. Harotune Jinishian. We anticipate 


more marked proctress for the truth in Oedemish in the uvear to come. 
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But here too we find o most :pressing of a building for the work we are trying 


More than two years ago,a convenient house in the most desirable | 


quarter was rented for a term of two vears,which term expired Last Autumn,and 
the owner is now obliced to sell the property, and though the site alone is 

worth 150£, T.and the building with the site cost at least 700 £.T. The owner, one 
of the Protestant brethren,offers to sell it for a place of worship and school, 
for the sum of 350.£.T.and the house is comparatively new..If we Lose this place 


the brethren sau it will be impossible to find another rent at all suitable for 


the service required and theu are now in oreat distress of mind in recatrd to 
the matter. | 

Afton Kara Hissar. - Afion Kara Hisscrwas Treoccupied in June Last, 
after remaining without a treoulat preacher for several uvears. The preacher, Mr 
Adalion,of Marash,is an earnest worker and his Labours thus far promise encourT- 
aging results. Rut. who can estimate the loss to such a fteld left to be overrun 
by worldliness and scepticism while the few believers ,and the many who had

care for their souls? 

It needs but a sliaht acquaintonce with the Smurne: field to convince 
one, that years of time have been Lost, hopneful work has been checked and dis- 
couraged, and most bitter prejudices engendered agatnst missionaries and the 
Board in consequence of schools disbanded, congregations scattred ana hoves 
blasted bu the fell blow of retrenchment,so often repeated, while war and famine 
ana the relentless hand Of government tazation have left the people whollu 
unable tc assume anu responsibilitu for the continuance of the work thus crinpl 
edgand it has come to this, that we hesitate to answer any new call for help or

to ror, anu abandoned field, lest the neat report upon our estimates should 
compell us te co back upon our word, disanvoint our friends, ofter TOLS27Q their 
hopes, dismiss men on two weeks notice ,i.1 mid-winter,and to apolooize as best 


we may to those whose confidence we have thus lost. The :feu brethren of Afion 


Kara Hissar are vere poor and can do but Little towards the support of the « 
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cospel in their own city but a Laroe population of AtTmentans await the truth ot 


our hands. 


Here also the need of co permanent place for worshiv and foi sctools is 
pressina,while accommodations ate Limited to c remted dwellirg subject te a change 
of Location, rerhaps everu uveot, Besides being cramped for room, the absence of 


everuthine that indicotes permanencu of occupation 7s a serious check tc the

work of establishing foundations at which we aim, for manu will hesitate to 
identifu themselves with a small and persecuted band of men,thus cuttino themse Lue 
‘Loose from all their former conrections,unless theu can have good reason to hope 
thot their new relotions will be permanent, indeed few who have not forsaken all 
for Christ con he euapected to take so bold a step. 

VMANISSA-- Vanisso hes been occupied during the vear with a fair 
dearee of promise, indeed with quite as much 2ncourdgemenit as could he eupected 
considerino the adverse circumstances, with the Mission property in the hands of 
the auctioneet,and c cloud of doudt ona uncertaintu hcnovyover all. 

This occupation has continued without the full apvroudl of the Mission, but having 
recommenced work work without a thouoht of any objection on the part of the Miss?4 
-ton, we could not, conscientiouslu drop tt so Lona as the question in recard to thé 
provertu of the Board, here, remained unsettled, with the fond hope that the 600 
heereo families of Armenians Left without the circle of evangelical influence, 
bu their ianoratce of the Greek tongue, might yet hare continued imstruction in 
thesr own Language. 

Former Labours in Manissa both bu the Misstoarartes and bu Armenian 
preachers in the Turkish. Language, have not been without encouraging and permanent 
results;as,witness the very best element im the presert Greek conoregation,in the 
peTsons oft those who were brouoht to the knowledae cf the truth through the preach 
tnq of the cosvel Turkish,and bu Armenian preachers, as also others,who have 
either died or have removed to other places. But since the missionaries withdrew 


from Vantssa and the work under the care of the Alliance has been congucted 
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whollu in the Greek Language,and the valuable property there ‘commited entire bly 

to the use of the Alliance,with no provision whatever for the Armenians,is it any 
wonder that the Latter, justlu feeling that they were ignored,and “Left out in the . 
cold”should feel that none cated for thetr souls, and should lose anu interest in 
the truth which they might have :félt, wher favoured with the preaching of the 
word. Is it anu wonder, that after having been left several years in this condit- 
ion and an Looking about them ,instead of five Misstonaries,and Large congregat- 


ions , addressed by preachers a Language could understand, they 


find no Missionery ,and no preaching,and nc preacher who 


-rhett.webfare,is it anu wonder I say if they should be Slow tc put confidence in 

anu tenewed efforts in thetr behalf? Such ts human nature! Yet in the face of all 
this and while theu knew that the ouestion of the futurTe is whotby unceTtain and 
the present Labourer may be dismissed at any time,a congregation of z© or 30 
adults comes together on the Sabbath and an excellent school of now 26 pupils is 


maintained, most of them pauing tuition,and the preacher offers to accept, towards 


his saleru,one Lira per month,as tncome from the school ard conorecation for the 


uear tc come. We fullu believe that a permanent arrangement for work among the 
Armenians of Manissa may be followed the near future, by results, outte as hofe- 
ful in reoard to numbers ,as we witness among the Greeks. 

Thete are manu Armenians in Manissa whose mearts have been touched 
bu the truth and who have Lost all confidence tn the peculiar tenets of their own 
Church,whom kind and Lovino efforts may win toa full acceptance of the truth and 
we trust the Mission will cordiallu anvrove our estimates for this place. 

AY. HISSAR--The work at Ak Hissar [(Thyatiral preserts little tio encourage, 
and we propose tic ask the advice of the Mission in regard to this place anda the 
Daniel Ishkhanian. The population(Christian] of Ak Hissar is 
Laroelu Greek. The building occepied for evangelistic purposes the property of 


the Boatd,ard is Located im the Greek quarter,and the small congregation is com- 


posed mostéu of Greeks,with few exceptions sadbu Lacking in exemplary piety and

all veru voot,while the preacher is an Armenian,ard thus far no other arrangement 
has seemed feasible. The suitabLe preacher for this place should be Brook, btn tc 
preach both ti: Greek and Turkish and we hare suggested tic the Alliance the occupa 
tian of this field. 

AK SHEHIR and ISBARTA ate both vacant,and pleadi:no earnestlu for helo. 
The christiat povulatian of Ak Shehir is whoblu Armenian and it was occupied 
much of the time sini A canarecations for sevetal years previous to 1886, 
Isbarta has o Large predominance icf Greek in its population ard it was 
occupied bu the Greek Alliance some 18 months in 1884 and 18*&,when it was 
abandored iw favour of BAINDIR. But still a band of ten or twelve friends of the 
truth meet reaularlu for worship on the Sabbeth. 
SMYRNA FIELD ts extenstveand veny destitute and 7t ought tc be cultivated, 
either by our own Mission oT by some other better able tic meet the expense. 
During co tour Last Autumn thromoh the oseneuns and eastern part of the field, 
comprising o journer of 760 miles, we more than evetT conriinced of the 
importance of making all vosstble effort to reach the masses of the people, go 
Long Left im ignorance of the truth. Multitudes are anwious to Listem tc the word, 
as was seen bu the attendance upon the preaching of the cospel every :night, 
during our stau of from a ueek tc ten daus i:: each ploce, while private convetsaté 
with spirit of enquityu most hopeful of aood results. 
‘It was one :cf the most encouraging tours we have ever made, in the twenty 
uears of Out missionary Life,and we trust the seed sown will mot be im vain 
MDUCATIONAL WORK- Of the educational work corried an in Smutna, the 
American School for Gitls mau be first mentioned, and for this a separate report 


has been furnised by Miss Lord, the Principal. 


The America: School for bous, began the school vear in Septembet, with fot the 


most part, anew corps of teachers aiid the the year thus far has been

htohlu oratifuina. The ‘of pupiLls has forty, notwithstanding’ the prev- 


‘of small- -port,in the Autumn ard the straitened finances of the people. 
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The number mioht hare beer grneatlbu increased ‘if we had bean more Liberal ‘wt the 
matter of tuitian Gf the forty pupils éleven have been boardets nine paying for 


their board in cash,either themsélves or their friends ,and two have rendered 


service to meet their expenses. The previous vear there were onby siz boarders - 
Hight of the pupils this uear have been Greeks. The interest of the bous tn their 
studies and the progress in the same have been,we venture to sau,eaqual to that 
found ir amy other school in the city,while the discipline and order of tte 
school ,and the familu Life for the boarders,the pupils,the teachers ard 
Missionary familu, sittiuro at the same table, with regular family devotions, and 
with so much of the social é€lemert as the time and circumstarces will allow, we 
helieve tc be the best adapted to the vropver culture and demelLopmeint of tbe 
pupils. 

The income from tuition in the bous’ schocl for the school uear ending 
July 1888 will be about 50 £.'T. an advance on the previous year and more than we 
had anticipated. «0 Constdering the fact that the schoolis only two years old, ou 
tts present which must be met in acity Like Smurna, 
we hame nce reason to be discouraged. Gn the contrary we do:nct hesitate to pron- 
ounce the school a success,which should encourage the cortintance icf the enterT- 
prise. 

We know of 10 cgence which will be Likelu tc be more heloful tio the work 
we are to accomplish,in the enlightenment ard christtanization the 
Smurna Fie€eld, than such schocl as this moy easilst be mode,tf allowed ta: 


conttrue it oper@tion ard to crow in favour as it has begun. 


That Smurna neede its high school for bous no less than other stations of 
the Mission, must be evident to all, for where else shall our bous find oa in 
any, from demoralizing influences,and where moral and rébtigious insttuction 
tS put first ii importance? There should be one boys’ school in Smyrna where the 


wotd of God is taught,where the Christian Sabbath is honouredand where the refin- 


ing ard elevating influences of c Ghristian home mau be enjoyed. Then such oa 
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school is needed as a source of supply fom the evangelistic and aducational 
work in the future. For Armenian pupils, there is :ro such school near enough to 


satisfy the demands of the :field,ard for Greek pupils there is ito school possess 


ing equal odvantaces for acquiring the tequisite knowledge of their own Language, 
and at the same time safe os o place of morcl and religious training,and we ate 
fully conyinced that for the best interests :of the work we hav undertaken, the 
school should be continued and made permanent. But tt canuot be continued under 
the present arrangements and unless it can be under the careful SupeT imtendaénce 
of an experienced American teacher,especially appointed for the position ang eso 
devottitoa his whole time to tt,we see no way of sustatning tt as a bouirding and 
day School another yeaTt,and to suspe.nd the boarding department would be to lessen 
vertu materiallu , its value as a school for moral and religious trainina. Most 


efficient superintendance could be given at once, by @ new beacher, with only a 


knouledac of Enalish, for the leadtuna native teachers should know Enolish,and the 
older hous dlready under stand at well. The hboardi:iao department should support 
itself, uet it would be exceedingly desirable to be able to:furnish some aid to 


a few worth. boys,who hawe nct the means of self support. 


To close the school,we belie e would he were pre judicial to ‘the best 
interests of the work throughout the field;to continue ‘tamed inwolve expense 
as does evefu department of the work, but expense which mill bring its full eoui- 
valent of blessings in the. future. 

Thus far the shadow of doubt as to its permanency,and the fear that each year 
may be its last,has had a sort of bBliochtino influence upon tthe school,as it has 
also upon the ewangelistic work in the out-stations, bwr let it be understood that 


the Mtsston witl sustain it,and make it a success,and it will soon cain the cont 


Jtaence of the people,which will ensure success.We hawe therefore thoucht best 


CO ask the “Missian to eall for on eaperienced teacher from America,who shall 
take the supnertision and direction of the school,in consultation with the misston 


aries,in the hope that an increase of numbers and so of tncome will in a short

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REPORT 


OF THE GREEK MISSION FOR 1878. 


Dear Brethren, 


In the sixteen years of my missionary life in Greece, 
the one just closed has proved the must trying. The 
demands of the work were never so pressing, while 
our income was never so limited, hence we have 
had to resort to the severest economy which among 
other things, has swept from us every paper both na- 
tive and foreign to which we subscribed. | 

Yet the good Lord has not left us without clear 
evidence of His presence and goodwill towards us. 
We have been blessed not only with much work, 
but with such health as has enabled us, single han- 
ded, to meet the imperative calls upon us day by 
day. The Preaching, S. School, Prayer meetings, both 
in Greek and in English, the Bible meeting, Commun- 
ion service, the Business and preparatory meetings, 
the Mothers’ prayer meeting, Benevolent Society, the 
paper, Tract-printing and distribution, family visita- 
tion, — have all been maintained without interrup- 
_ Hion and with much to encourage us. 

Two additions have been made to the communion, 
one by profession and one by letter, while a simple

Bulgarian who, having been an earnest learner dur- 
ing the yearand given good evidence of loving the 
truth, has returned to his town in Macedonia. Sever- 
al others in the congregation seem to be honestly 
interested in the truth; the members of the Commun-— 
ion are more Zealous and hopeful, and we trust the 
harvest time in near at hand. 

This work has been blessed with some touching sac- 
rifices made in its behalf. The Committee at Amherst 
College, in the midst of abundant labors, still accord 
to us their hearty good-will and indefatigable efforts, 
to secure apd transmit the funds needed. A brother 
missionary in India writes. « | am glad we can send 
you a part of our one-tenth devoted to the 
Lord's work ». Another friend in answering our ap- 
peal for Mrs. Dewar’s support, writes. « Three of the 
ten are gold dollars that used to belong to my sister. 
One was given her when she was a little girl and 
she used to wear it on her watch chain. We laid 
them away at her death, and did not see them very 
often but I have always thought that some time 
they should do some one some good. A few days ago 
it came into my mind that this is a good time to 
use them.

in Athens; and last, but not least, the increased con- 
tributions from native sources amounting this year 
to a hundrerd dollars nearly, all these and more 
make us truly grateful to Almighty God me both 
the work and the helpers. 

Here is a brief summary of the ways in which 
the Lord permits us to labor for Him. 

I, PREACHING.—I have preached every Sabb. dur- 
ing the year to about forty hearers who are large- 
ly regular and for the last three months the alten- 
tion given has been almost oppressive, scarcely a 
sound from the invocation to the benediction, while 
the seriousness stamped upon every countenance in- 
dicated the presence of God’s Spirit. The congrega- 
tion remains necessarily small as most people con- 
sider it intrusive to go toa private house for 
such a purpose. No effort on our part can overcome 
this idea: and as there is no public place in the cily 
to rent consequently out of an Income of 1000 
dollars, f am obliged to pay a rent of 430 dollars, for 
aflat containing a Jarge room for the service thoagh 
using an entrance with two other families, one 
living above us, and the other below and neither being 
in sympathy with our work. Financially this is a mis- 
fortune to the work, but worse still, it cripples its in- 
fluence in the community, detracts from its inde- 
pendence, its dignity and its apparent permanency. 
The time is come when we should step out of this 
privacy and preach boldly, and most lovingly, the 
gospel of our Lord Jesus. The small amount of 
money needed for a suitable place of worship must 
certainly be in the hands of some steward of the 
Lord. | 


Smyrna and elsewhere, so uniting ourselves with 
Christian work at these posts. We have had corres- 
pondence with one who is living in one of the Greek 
Islands —there alone with the Bible, the Commen- 
tary and relizious books, trying to find the truth and 
follow it. 

The meeting for Bible study and discussion, held 
from 7—8 Wed. evening, has been more interesting 
this year than ever before. This meeting prepares 
people to understand the sermon and answer the ob- 
jections of the enemies of the truth outside. For 
months a spirit of deep earnestness proves the presence 
of the Holy Spirit as the Teacher of us all. Some of 
the young men take notes. 

The Female Prayer meeting and Dorcas Society 
alternate each week, as each is sustained chiefly by 
our own congregation. The few members of the So-— 
ciety meet to sew Thursday afternoon. They have col- 
lected 102 drachmas which have been given out in. 
garments or cloth to a dozen worthy families not 
connected with our own people. 

The meeting preparatory to the Communion, also 
the business meeting of communicants alternate in 
the first week of each month. At the latter we listen 
to reports, lay out work, discuss methods etc; for 
thongh few and weak, we see that the field is large 
and running to waste but we know the Lord of the 
harvest will bless His faithful servants, 

Annual Meetings. We observe the Week of Prayer 
and the Day of prayer for Sabb. Schools, for in them 
we realize more fully that we are not a small, iso- 
lated band, but a detachment of the great army of 
the Lord which possesses the whole world, and 


sliare the fraternal sympathy and family dignity of 
the household of faith, so essential to Christian de- 
velopment. 

The English prayer meeting started last year, prov- 
ed such a blessing to us all that we continue it. En- 
olish-speaking natives, resident Americans, travellers 
and sailors unite inthis social prayer circle; an Amer- 
ican sailor wrote us from Gibraltar of his interest 
and prayers for us. We greatly enjoy the Sankey 
hymns and sometimes Greeks come in altracted sim- 
ply by the music. At the Communion service which 
is Observed every two months, each one gives his 
mite for general Christian work in the city. The to- 
tal amount this year is $2 1/2 drachmas. | 

IV.Mrs, DEWAR’s WORK, Those who read our last Re- 
port will remember Mrs. Dewar as having been 
one of our earliest S. S. scholars who, after two 
years missionary labor with her husband Rev. J. 
S. Dewar in Salonica, returned a widow, to her pa- 
rents in this city. Onthe first of January she became 
officially connected with this Mission, labouring in 
the interests of the S. School and congregation gene- 
rally. In the Spring the London Bible and Domestic 
Female Mission responded very cordially to our 
application, ma king a grant of L. 12, which ena- 
bles Mrs. Dewar to devote her time still more to 
visitation as their Bible woman, thus uniting that 
efficient Society with this Mission in earnest Bible 
work. We wish to express our hearty thanks to this 
Society for their ready help in supplying one of the 
chief wants in this field and we firmly believe the 
Lord of the vineyard is blessivg this use of their 
fund. 
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Mrs. Dewar now visits in 23 families, reads the 
Bible in 8 families and has distributed during the 
year 320 tracts. She visits a private school every 
week at the earnest request of the teacher, where 
she gives just the same Bible instruction as in the 
Sabbath School, and day by day God is opening new 
homes to her, 

When inquiring whether we should assume the 
additional expense of Mrs. D’s small salary, a Greek 
lady not connected with our work but a well wisher 
to truth, gave 117 francs for this object, afterwards 
a gentleman in the congregation gave 112 francs. 
Other special donations have come in for this object, 
consecrated gifts, and, while we realize that thou- 
sands in the chighways and hedges» need to hear 
the Gospel invitation, that our young sister, whose 


native language is the Greek, can reach this multi- 


tude more easily than a foreigner,—we feel sure 
that Christian friends will supply all that is needed 
for her work. 

We have been deeply interested and often surpris- 
ed to see how this literal carrying the Gospel to the 
poor is blessed not only to them but to us. The daily 
incidents of this work inspire us all with hope. Mrs. 
Dewar has never been repelled, but often some poor 
woman exclaims «I never expected to hear such good 
words here». This face-to-face presentation of the 
truth as it is in Jesus attracts the darkest mind, and 
the most wretched soul will yield to sincere, Christian 
sympathy. Greece, like other nations needs humble, 
loving, earnest labor; we should bear patiently 
with ignorance and superstition while we point out 
the more excellent way, bear just as patiently with 
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arrogance and tne cold denial of the most sacred 
truths, while we fearlessly and persistently rs 
Christ as the only Saviour. 

V. TRACT WORK, As Sabbath desecration is one 
of the most fearful sins of this country,we have print- 
ed 1025 copies ofthe prize essay «Sunday —its In- 
fluence on Health and National Prosperity »by Charles 
Hill, Sec. of the Working Men’s Lord's Day Rest As- 
sociation, with an introductory letter by Hon. W. E. 
Gladstone, a work of 54 pages, 8mo. We have dis- 
tributed 725 copies in Greece and Turkey, end we 
gratefully acknowledge a donation of L.5 from the 
above Association and the International Federation 
of Lord’s Day Societies, towards this expense, 

We have sent this work broad cast to all classes, 


Bishops, priest, editors and shopkeepers. An editor 


who recommended this tract-soon after stopped his 
Sunday issue and announced «we have decided 
to stop the Sunday issue because we think that the 
printers, as Christians and workmen, have need to 
rest for twenty-four hours and to be more with their 
families». ‘The proprietor of this paper honestly re- 
lurned the payment to all who had subscribed for 
the Sunday issue. Several have written their thanks 
for a tract so «timely» and «precious». 

We have also printed 1000 copies of «The Two 
Legacies,» a tract of 32 pages 16mo. a strong lem- 
perance narrative, especially adapted to young men 
of these 150 have been distributed. As the door of 
personal labor is opening we find the tract a very 
necessary aid. It can reach where the voice cannot 
—it may clench the truth already spoken. Although

by those in our congregation who love the Lord. 

Mrs. Dewar gave a tract to a peasant in a neigh- 
boring village who svon after sept for a Testament, 
paying: twice its value in olives. While spending the 
uimmer in the country, Mrs. C. sent out each Sab- 
bath morning a tract enclosed in a copy of the 
«cAthenais» to each of the families near by; they 
were received thankfully and read by these kind, 
hard working neighbors, who, though devoted to 
the ceremonies of the Greek church yet enjoyed good 
reading and sent their children regularly to Mrs. C. 
for Sabbath instruction. 

Another tract on «Regeneration» was blest to a 
young man who had been secking comfort in his 
own self-righteousness. His eyes were open, he felt 
his need of a new heart and he saw that Christ was 
his only Saviour in whom he now So trusts, that he 
has joined our little band of believers. 

We propose to send our tracts not only in Greece 
but among all Greek-speaking people, wherever 
there is an open door for distribution, feeling sure 
they will prove precious seed which will bring bless- 
ed fruit in God’s own time; we trust our Christian 
friends will not allow us to lose any opportunity for 
so doing from lack of the small means necessary for 
this work now opening. We have printed 1000 each 
of eight different leaflets, making a total of 10, 025 
tracts of which 1269 have already been distributed. 

VI. puBBLICATIONS. The old edition of the Com- 
mentary being nearly exhausted and realizing that 
the original text is more acceptable to the edu- 
cated class of Greeks, 1 have published this year a 
second edition of the 1 vol. of 1500 copies, 860 
pages, 8mo. The sales have been slow being affected 
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by war prospects, but they are increasing. Besides 
Greece proper, it has been called from Constantinople, 
from Smyrna, Manissa, Salonica and other parts of 
Turkey, being the only work of its kind available to 
Greek-speaking people. 

The Greek press has given very gratifying notice 
to this work. «We congratulate Mr. Constantine,» 
writes one of the Greek professors, in the Tele- 
oraph, one of the largest and most influential pa- 
pers in Greece, «for this work and hope that, being 
encouraged by its rapid sale, he will publish the 
rest of the New Testarnent.»—Another paper writes, 
«We recommend the work of Mr. C, as a force to 
awaken the noblest Christian sentiments, as excellent 
nourishment in all the vicissitudes of life and as a de- 
lightful study to every pious soul». A periodical edit- 
ed by the Attorney General of Greece says. «The 
question is about a very valuable work with which 
our ecclesiastical phylology is enriched, especially the 
practical part if it-—Search the Scriptures’—is its 
motto». Another paper writes. «This volume we con- 
Sider especially useful to the clergy and for every 
Christian». A paper published in Turkey say. «This 
is a most useful work fur every Christian person». 
Such is the voice of the native press, besides which. 

I have received congratulatory notes and expressions 
of gratitude from both clergy and laymen. «O how 
happy we ought to he, writes a priest, in these 
days of bttter materialism and other evils, that such 
evangelical works and scientific helps are published 
for the reviral of the religious sentiment among us » 
The head of a family writes from one of the Islands, 
«{ cannot describe to you the joy I experience in read- 
ing the Commentary; and again «fam a father and 
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a poor man but for such books ag lead me to salva- 
lions I despise everything that I may obtain them. 

To these I add the voice of those laboring for the 
evangelization of the Greeks. «I greatly rejoice, writes 
a laborer at Smyrna inthe Scotch Mission, in seeing 
practically the rich blessing of God. He has spared 
you to publish a book so much needed for the sal- 
vation of our neighbour,— who can deny that the 
Commentary is a most useful work ?» One in the 
Broosa field writes «Your Commentary will supply a 
great want in the Greck language,» while avother 
from the same field writes «The full measure of use- 
fulness of the work probably you will not realize 
in your life time but there is no doubt of its heing 
the standard work of the kind for future generations.» 
Another at Constantinople says; «you must have spent 
a very great deal of labor on this work, vastly more 
I am persuaded, than any of us,who have not engaged 
in like efforts, can fully understand. I do pray that 
you have the satisfaction of seeing it made an instru. 
ment in God’s hand in bringing out of darkness into 
light, out of death into life, many of our Greek peo- 
ple....The young preachers will be specially your 
debtors for the tool you put into their hands; their 
Biblical helps are but too few as yet.» 

Three bible colporteurs who had each purchased 
a copy of the Commentary for his own use, were 
obliged to sell them to persons who would not be © 
denied and they found many more in the interior 
who long fur the book buat the difficulty of getting 
it from Athens prevents them from securing it, while 
I have not the means of sending a man to sell it and 
other religious books. | am especially indebted to the 
Religious Tract Sucicty of London for their umely 
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erant of L.78 towards this work—the good it may 
do to the souls of men will be their reward. 

VII, ATHENAIS, This semi-monlthly illustrated pa- 
per of 8 pages 41no. started in the interests of Christ's 
work among the Greeks three years ago, is devoted 
to religion, temperance and morality. Each issue con- 
tains one positive, direct religious article, the rest is 
moral and scientific reading, statistics, intelligence of 
missionary and Bible work etc. We aim to make 
the contents such as shall secure readers, who will 
prize the paper so much that they will pay for it. As 
the Athenais has no fund to support or aid it, the re- 
ligious matter cannot be much beyond what the pop- 
ular demand will warrant. Several Greek friends 
have sought an interest in the Athenais but in order 
not to jeopardize the main object of the paper, I have 
refused all offers. It has 1120 paying subscribers, 30 
copies are sent gratis to the prisons, 30 copies are 
distributed in the S. School and elsewhere at the ex- 
pense of the Foreign S.S. Association of Brooklyn and 
400 more in exchanging. The whole edition is 
2500 copies many of which are sold in volumes.We 
wish this paper to altract men into the channel of 
Serious thought, to awaken and increase the desire 
for religious ‘kn owledge and often by giving it to per- 
sons unable to pay, this Object would be gained, but 
wehave no fund for such a purpose. 

The Athenais has many warm friends but, besides 
editing it, all the correspondence and business de- 
volves upon me making a pressure which I bear 
only because of the good I know it is doing. It goes 
into the best@families in the city. among ecclesiastics, 
school teachers and students; and by much hard labor 
and closest economy in its business, its pecuniary 
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success realizes my expectations when starting it. 

The Religious Tract Society help this work also 
by a generous grant of pictures for the new year. 

VIII. FOREIGN PERIODICALS, continue the work 
of furnishing the religious periodicals «L’Ami de la 
Maison» «Leciures [llustrées» in French, Child s Com- 
panion, Prise, fnfants Magazine, Children’s Friend 
and Weekly Wellcome in English, to 300 subscrib- 
ers. This involves much trying labor, outlay in ad- 
vance, and some risk, yet this is the golden moment 
fur such sacrifice, — if Christians shrink from this 
service now, infidelity ina few years, will make labor 
double if not impossible, «while men slept, his enemy 
came and sowed tares among the wheat » Among our 
subscribers are members of the Royal family. 

Our stand for the sale of French and English books 
—such as are suitable for S. School libraries is bet- 
ter known and it bids fair to become one of the 
strong agents for good in this city. The Court is a- 
mong our best patrons, 

VIIF.To all the foregoing the Lord has added another 
way of serving Him. Six years ago the brethren at 
Cesarea sent a young man to be educated in Athens 
under my direction; after studying four years he re- 
lurned to Marsovan Theol. Seminary where he is 
now a faithful teacher of Greek. Next another youth 
came to be trained for the Greek work at Broosa 
and in a year and a half we hope he will be fitted 
for labor there. Nuw we have received a young man 
from the Manissa field. These young men are receiving 
their Greek education in the public schools of the 
city, while [ instruct them in English and theology. 

The importance of this department can only be 
appreciated by those who know, from sad _ exper- 
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on 
ience, the great need fur such laborers among the 
Greeks especially in Turkey. A missionary writes to 
us, cif you could give us living commenta- 
tors as wellasthe written commentary, we might 
take fresh courage in our Greek work and dream of 
speedy and wide-spread progress. Just at present, one 
looks around almost in vain to discern the sign of the 
coming band of preachers, may your book bring 
some of them to light and then equip them for their 
holy calling.» 
These young men are from the field of the Ameri- 
can Board to which they intend to return. 
1X.And now brethren, I have briefly given you what 
can be put on paper about the work entrusted by 
our Lord to our hearts and hands. We have tried to 
do the most work at the least expense.We have given 
not only ourselves but all that has been given us a- 
part from the work. It is with sadness of heart that 
we are now forced to make an especial appeal for the 
sympathy, the influence and the aid of all Christians 
everywhere. Christian brethren, we are doing the 
; work committed by our common Lord not to us person- 
ally, but to the Church; will then the Church of Christ 
abandon to the severest privations, those who try most 
conscientiously to carry on the work committed lo 
her? Must we, after sixteen years service, be forced 
to the last extremity? Shall we be forced to sacrifice 
health and life in order to sustain this work? We 
cannot abandon this field as long as the Lord contin- 
ues to give us the evidence of His approval. We 
might have made t! is report much stronger by giv- 
ing you all that appears hopeful but we wait until 
the hopeful proves real, then we can present the 
facts to you. 
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While we trust that this burden of support may 
be lifted from us, we most heartily thank our Com- 
miltee, who, amidst arduous labors are doing so much 
for this mission, and toall who, by their contributions, 
have strengthened our hearts. May the Lord reward 
them fur every sacrifice they have made. 

Let me then appeal to you, dear classmates, teach- 
ers and friends of both College and Seminary, espe- 
cially to those of you with whom I once labored 
shoulder to shoulder in the S. School and Mission 
work at home. I appeal to you my Congregational 
brethren, among whom I have been trained, who 
prayed for me, who ordained and sent me to this 
field. Do not reject the answer to your prayers and 
force us in full health and vigor to abandon this serv- 
ice for the Master — a service so necessary to the 
millions of my countryman, w hile the laborers 
are so few. And at last, I appeal to Christians 
of every land and name; let us have your prayers, 
sympathy and aid as long as the Lord blesses us in 
this field. May He who promises a reward even for a 
cup of cold water given to a disciple for His sake 
reward you and abide with you for ever and ever.

T/ fear- 
ed he might oppose their reading. but on my return, an hour later, 
they were watching for me. withothers who had joined them and they 
begged me for a goed visiljin their houseg. A day or two after five 
of these Moslem women came..to the Mission-house to see me, They were 
very quiet and respectful...and soon one of them read to the others the 
“Sermon on the Mount, from the testament-which | handed her. As they 
all gathered around her in various attitudes of earnest attention, it

Sincé, as Showing the working of the truth, J/ was invited to meet 
some poor ignorant village women, and tell them my message. At the 
hour appointed | found to my surprise. a good-sized roomwell filled 
with men, as well as women. of the more intelligent class, J/ at once 
disclaimed ali intention of eninring into controversy; and we were soon 
dis cussing the vital doctrines of a living Christianity, as set forth 
by Christ himself. This went on, with no pause, for about two hours,

and the opportunity afforded me for a-stmple exposition of the way of 


Salvation through Christ alone.

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The year has passed quietly, but not without an encouragimg 
degree of The missonary family has held on and ‘one what it 
could without assistance, even of a temporary nature, from any mission- 
ary source, We are grateful to the kind, protecting Father for the pro- 


_longation of life, and the good degree of health we have been pemmitied 


to enjoy. 


Glancing at the Tabular View, we find that the Protestants of our 
fieldhave increased from 285 to 887, more than 85 %, that the average i 
attendants on worship have increased from 810 to 400, or 29%, that the 


pupils in our schools, including a few under instruction, have increased 


from 140 to 204, nearty 46 %, that the contributions of the: peohle have 
increased From $407 to $686, nearly 32 % , and that sales of the Scrip- 
tures have increased from 604 copies to 788, or more than 80 %. AS va- 


rious obstacles have delayed the organization of a church at Ordoo, our 


field remains with only the feeble church at Trebizond, which, having 


lost one by death and gained nothing by addition, reports one less than 
the brevious year. 
/t will be seen that the rate of increase has in wo case fallen 


below 29%, ranging from that to 46 %. Comparing the average percent- 


| 
| 
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ages of advance for the past three years, | find that ‘wo years ago the 
average was 21%, one year ago it was about 27 %, while the average 
this year its more than 84 % , These comparisons, therefore, show that 
the growth of previous years was not exceptional, but rather a healthy 

| pretharation for amore vigorous growth in the succeeding years. 

The contributions give an average for each Protestant in the whole 
field of 31 and one-half piastres, or 81,385.0n finding ihat this was 
one piastre less than the average of last year, | concluded that the 


high standard of previous years had not been maintained, and that our 


experience here was to be similar to that of other places, vig; that in 


| prohortion as congregations increase in numbers they decline in their 


» standard of benevolence. This thought filled me with sadness, for it is 


one of the unjoriunate features of our work that when congregations grow 


large and strong they do not, as a rule, maintain the geal and self-sac- 
rifice of their weaker days, Were they to do so, what a mighty work they 
might accomplish towards outside evangelization besides supporting their 
own instijiutions, As it is, congregations are ioo apt io conten: when 
they have FP the standara of seffysupport, even though their ability 
be equal to doting twice that amount, ithe result generally being that, 
after alitile, this half-standard is not maintained, and the whole work 
falls into a state of lassitude ‘ecay. While | wa s contemplating ihe 
possibility of this issue, | bethought me to sirtke an average on the 
adult males, and found it io be 84,83, or within a smal! fraction of 110 
bs. gold, as against 88ps, last year, or 71ps. the previous year, Here, 


at last, | had hit the proper basis of calculation, for ti is ihe adult 


| 
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males that give the money, and thus it became evident that our peohle 
ave moving right along to higher and yet higher standards of benevolence, 
the percentage of increase for the two years being 24 % and 25 % respec- 
tively, that is, 49 % for the two years, The reason the average is not 
maintained for ‘the Protestants as awhole is that the additions of the 
past two years have been largely of women and children, who, though they | 
add greatly to ‘he moral power of our communities, add nothing to their 
pecuniary ability, We had the men before, we are now getiinz the mothers 
and the children, Nothing could be more satisfactory than this form of 
growth, 
/t should also be borne in mind that, as we have no boarding-school, 


the contributions here reported include no money paid for board of schole | 


ars. It is fair to add, however, that some hundred or more liras are. , 
paid by persons in this field for the support of i heir children at sc h0 Oleg! 
in other places..According to the misleading practice of reporiing money 
that fathers pay for the bread their children eat im our boarding-schoolg : 
as ‘contributions,’ this sum will naturally be reported in the contribu- 


tions of ciher stations, 


A review Of our book sales for the past year gives cause for great | 
encouragement. The money received for bovks sold was 6909pPs. gold, or | 
8304 against $210 the previous year, an cdvance of newly 45%. The 
whole number of books s° jd was 1947, against 1352 the previous year. Of: ° 
these 788 were bibles and portions, against 604 sold in 1885, an advance 
of 830% , and 1759 other books against 748 the previous year. This 


marked advance has occurred though only 382 months of colportage were ox- 


| 
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pended in place of 33 in 1885, Thirty-five places were visited by col- 


porters, some of them:several times. Of the scriptures cold, 1017 were 
bibles, 327 tesitaments, and 360 other portions. Classified according to 
language, there were sold 280 Greck scriptures, 206 Armenian, 180 Greco- 
Turkish, 177 Turkish, 67 Armeno-Turkish, 19 French, 9 English, 4 Arabic, 
4 Bulgarian, 3 German, cand two each of Persian, Russian and Servian 
eleven languizes in all, If the Greco-Turkish copies b@ added to the 
Greek, and the Armeno-Turkish to the Armenian, we find that 860 copies 
bassed into ihe hands of Greeks, 26? into (he hands of Armenians, and 


177 presumably into he hands of Turks, jhese ary -tatisiics of this im- 


portant branch of our work for 1886 only suggest io the imagination the 


mighty agencies that are thus set in motton, ithe full results of which 


will not appear for yet many years, 


fi is very gratifying that the generous and intel/igeni supbdori 


given this branch of our work by the Bible Society enables us to enter 


many vew places, even though fewer books may be sold than elsewhere, To 
ie iveis (his work | will allude to the experience of our colporters 
im one or ‘wo places, A little east of Ordoo on the coast is Boolanjock, 
consisting of about 600 houses, altogether Greek. More than a year igo 
our Greek colporter visited the place and sold quite a number of booRS, 
coming away much gratified at the reception he had met with, Last year 
he visited the place again, but found everything completely changed, 
Bince his previous visit a mew teacher had come to them who had condemn - 
ed our books, and had so thoroughly aroused the villagers with a spirit 


of fanaticism that the colporter was unable to stay in ihe place a sin- 


gle night, Every house was closed against him, no one dared give — him 


| 
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shelter of any kind. When he appealed to the local governor, he said he 
was unable to give him protection, that he had only one or two men at 
his command, while the whole town was aguinst him in this matter. The 
colporter felt:compelled, therefore, to leave the same cv-ning, This was 
a very unsatisfactory issue, and | resolved to send another man there as 
soon as posstble, Such a visit has lately been made by our Armenian col- 
porter, whose powerful physical proportions, pleasant face and quiet 
manner assure an armed peace wherever he goes. He has just reported his 
stay of eight days in the place. He secured a lodging-place, but was so 
bes leged by a hooting, howling, stone-throwing mob, that much of the 
time he was a prisoner in his-own room, And whenever he left his room he 
was treated with such cold contempi, open derision or direct insult, 

that he could do nothing in selling books. To all this obloquy he made 
no vesponse, so that at i imes the rabble called to him to know why he 
did not reply, askieg if ro were deaf, He -xpresses gratiiude io ihe’ 
good Father Who enabled him to maintain his self-control; and it would 
seem that his dignified and patient endurance gradually conquered oppo- 
sition, for during the last pari of his stay quite a number came 10. Aim 
one by one, apart Nicodemus-like, and confessed that their sympathies 


were with him, and that they believed the doctrines he preached. At last 


he was able to sell five tesiaments and some other books, besides dis- 


tribuiing many tracts, and to depart rejoicing in that grace that had 


enabled him to secure a victory for the spread of God's glorious truth, 


| anticipate a good work im the near future in this interesting place. 


In Kerasoon, also, the largest city in our field next ‘o Trebizond, | 
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and where it jis very destvrable to locate a helper, colporter work has 
thus far been obliged to suffice, But there the sale of books is. increase 
ing. Ina late visit ‘o the place, one of our colporters sold, in one 
month, 500ps. worth of books, more than half as many as 1 resident coY- 
porter sold there formerly in a whole year. 

Thus it is that the words of Christ, which'are spirit and are life” 
ave sown broadcast in this colporter work, to bear fruit for others to 
gather in, 

Last August | visited the mountain region lying back of Ordoo, be- 
ing accompanied by Mr. Seelye. At a distance of 12 hours from the coast 
we came to Chambashi, which has an altitude of GOOOFt, This is a summer 
(city, and its occupied by Ordoo peohle for some four months in the year, 
The migration is so complete that churches are built there in which the 
city are kept Our Protesiant breihren have found it necessa- 
ry also to provide a schort-house in which church servi-es may be held. 
We found the Greek school of our brethren in full operation, and on ‘Sun- 
day we had crowded houses, consi: ting chiefly of our well-known Ordoo 
friends, but also containing many new faces of those more accessible in 
surroundings, What a blessed providential arrangemtnt it seem- 
ed, that this gealous conmunity should be transferred every year to the 
midst of the villages and yailahs of the mountains, where, while they 
bought and sold, and gathered sew physical vigor from the pure mountain 
air, they could also declare the truth they have found so precious to 
their own souls, Nor do they neglect their opportunities. | recall the 


instance of a darckji, Ccomb-maker, ) the books in whose shop out numbered 


} 
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the tools of his trade, Among these books were not only the bible and 
testament, but also the principal books «f the old Greek church, by 
means of which he could confound any that should attempi an argument 
with him. It is geal and effort like this that account for the rapid 
growth of our work, 

Some two hours distant from Chambashi, and several hundre: feet 
lower down in a sheltered valley, is the village of Semen, consisting of 
some hundred and fijty Greek houses, As their fields are limited and in- 
‘sufficient io furnish q livelihood for the whole population, these vil- 
lagers have long had the practice of going abroad during the winter 
months while there was little farm work to be done, to earn what they 
could in cities, near and far, In this way some of them came in contact 
with the evangelical work in other places, more especially in Ordoo, Twe 
oy three became interested and carried the newly- found truih back to 

| Thins 
iheir homes; +n—+hi-s—way an interesting work pprang up, so that ‘en years 
previous to my present visit | had found a gealous group of christians 
there, anda pleising readiness on the part of all agers fo 
fen (0 the truth, As it was now summer, the people had left their vil- 
‘lage and were occupying a yailah, a half hour distant, where they could 
find basturage. The yatlah we found to be practically a second village, 
fhouzh built of rubble-stone insiead of logs like the main village. 
Here, too, the drss¥e of the old church have their summer church and 
school, and our brethren have a chapel which they have just been enlarg- 
ing, They also have 2 house tn their winter vilfage, which has served 


for chapel, school and dwelling-house, but which must now be enlarged 
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and rearranged to provide for the growing needs of the community, Thus 
it is that their double residence compels the maintenance of two chapels 
for one congregation. The building and enlargement in the yailah has 
been done by the people unaided, jhey feel, however, that they cannot 
make the needed changes in the village premises without some assistance, 
-:We had three rousing meetings on Sunday at which the chapel was 
crowded to overflowing. We called at thirty houses that are wholly evan- 
gelical, besides individual Protestants in other houses. There was also 
great friendliness on the pari of the old church people, the aged priest, 
from whom the bitterest opposition would saturally be expected, not only 
stiiing with us tna friendly way, but even appealing io us to secure a 
reconciliation between one of his leading men and himself, All this hap- 
py state of ihings has come about with almost no human agency except the 
labors of an uneducated villager, The people need instruciion from a 
esuitably educated preacher and teacher, and must have it if the work is 
to prove tiself permanent, Bui where are we fo find such Greek workers. ? 
In ihe immediate vicinity of Semen and Chambashi there are some 
eight or jen other Greek villages, in everal of which evangelicals are 
found, On our reiurn we spent a iight at one of ihese villages, Bey Alan, 
or rather at the yailah of Bey Alan, Here the well-worn books «fa geal-- 
ous brother showed with what 4it joenes he had studied Gots Word, and the 
leaven of the truth is already working in ‘he village. 
Beiweoon these Greek villages and the coast are numerous Armenian 
villages, at one of which we spent a night, and were treated with great 


cordiality by the villagers, Indeed, they expressed great disapbointmeni 
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that we could not spend at least a week with them. These indications 
give promise of a good work in this mountain region in the near future, 

In Ordoo a series of misunderstandings led io ‘he alienation from 
_the preacher of some.of the leading.members of his congregation, which 
bheentened at one time to b@ a serious hindrance to the good work going 
on ithere. But the Holy di rita favoring the efficient efjoris of the Sam- 
soon colporter, assisted by the preacher from Fatsa, these two being 
providentially on a vistt €6 Ordoo at ihe same time, a reconciliation 
was effected which seems likely io be permanent, The work, meanwhile, 
has gone sdeatdde forward, so that 214 Protesianis.are reported this 
year in blace of 168 last year, /t is particularly gratifying io repori 
ihat the interest among the Armenians, which for several years seemed to 
have died out, is now reviving, and a good proportion of the additions 
of. the bast year were Armenians, A betier quatified Armenian teacher as 
been, secured: from Marsovan, and ihe Armenian school has. drawn in many 
from outside, and has been ameans of giving the work a new impulse, A 
school has also been started for Greek girls, although no. properly qual. 
ified teacher has as yet been secured, and ihere is pressing need of a 
school for Armenian girls, The two nationalities represented in Ordoo 
compel'so great ouilay for schools, and make it so desirable that there 
should be a Greek as well as an Ammenian preacher, that if is bard, pro: 
vide for all needed expenses, even though the people are so exception- 
ally liberal. 

Early in the winter the Greek bishop of the region visited Fatsa 


and began to atiempi ihe collection of his episcopal dues from those who 


had become Protestants, As they natural/y refused to pay, he had them 
thrust in prison, This created a great excitement, which led the breth- 
ren there to invite ‘he Ordoo preacher go over and help them, ac- 
cordingly went, accompanied by the Greek teach2r, and for a week the tise 
cus :on and meetings were kept up almost continuously, throngs coming 
out, either to listen‘or to argue, The bishop next visited Ordoo, where 
he began the same tactics, denouncing the Protestants as children of the 
devil, charging that their tesiament was erroneous, &c., &b. In response 
io these statements 67 of the bisho#s own people signed a pater calling 
on him to substanitate his assertions; +060 which it was most convenient 
for the bishop to make no reply, At ihe same time such a spirit of ine» 
guiry was wea aroused that cobies of the scriptures were rapidly called 
for, four bibles being sold in one day. We might approtriately have er 
ihe bishop a vote of thanks for the’ new interest he had aroused, Relig- 
geal, even ina mistaken dywection, is far better than indifference. 
A young men's christian association was la tely organized at Ordoo,. 
und when if was t 0 make. the weekly offering of each member 10 
paras, Cone cent,) as ts usual in other places, the young men said :t was 
(00 ritt te: and at once made it 20 paras, The money thus collected is to 
be used for any good work, a part having already been sent to. the Koor- 
distan treasury, Bui ihey aim to use itt chiefly in evangelistic efforts 
in the vicinity’of Ordoo. And regarding themselves as evangelists, they 
propose to organize volunteer expeditions to.near villages, ‘the assotia- 
tion’ $ money being used to pay expenses, Such geal as this is worthy the 


apostolic age. 


¥ 
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‘The chief hindrance to the organization of a church at Ordoo has 
been the fact that a large proportion, at present about three-fourths, «* 
of the community is made up of Greeks, while the only suitable candidate 
for pastor is an Armenian, /t is now desired .by the peohle that a church 
be organiged and the preacher ordained as evangelist, Though such a@ 
course is to be avoided, if possible, it-may be found iorberihe only 
practicable in the case, Would that there were suitable Greck can- 
didates: to ihis field with pastors and other helbers. 

Trebigond city very litile worthy of mention has occurred dur- 
ing thé past year. About the time of the ordination of our Pastor last 
Maysanew bishop was ordained over the Gregorian church This ecclesias- 
tic was once a pupil of the ex-pairiarch, Khrimian, and is a preacher of 
more than ordinary effectiveness, His teachings, too, are much more 
neariy evangelical than is common with. the preaghers in the old church, : 
has been particularly gratifying thutvyhe has so often urged ¢he 
of the bible. While such preaching is good as oe fitters if goes, and 
is highly to be commended, it cannot be claimed that is sufficient io 
awaken the sinner io a sense of his danger while out of Christ, and to.» 
lead him penitent io ‘the foot ‘ne cross, As one of the Gregorians sai 
of this new bishop's preaching, “he says a barges many useful ihings, out 
he mever tells us exactly what we are to .do.to oe saved.’ Besides, while 
it falls short of ihe true evangelical standard, it.serves as an argu- 


ment io keep peohle away from our services, “Why \should you go tov the . 


chapel?” is now asked of aman, we too have the gospel, and as good 


preaching as the Protestants,” To the undiscriminating this argument is 


| 
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conclusive, and our congregations have apparently suffered somewhat, in 
numbers, from this cause. 

The girls’ school, reorganized and put in charge of the sister of 
ihe pastor, has doubled in numbers, many of the new scholars being girls 
of considerable sige, The boys -chool has also been wel! filled, but the 
newly established school of the Lagarist monks of. Venice has drawn away 
some of our older scholars that came from Gregorian families, As it is, 
however, about four-fifths of the scholars in the two schovls are from 
outside jhe Protesiant communily. 

During the latier poriion of the year here reported, more than 
usval interesi has appeared mong the Greeks, A brother of our Ides ty. 
Greek Protesiant came out as an evangelical four years ago, Bui he was 
unable to endure the persecution of that ‘ime, and weit back. Lately, af- 
fer having carefully studied God's Word, he has resolved again to join 
our congregation, At. once persecuiion was visited on him, The father of 
his wife took her away (rom him, threatening 10 give her to another man 
if he does not recant, Complaint was made agiinst him to ‘he bishop who 
sent him a Summ ons ap) ear before him, fo this the new Proiesianit seni 
awritien reply, declaring himself a Protesiant,. and claiming that as 
such he was no longer under the jurisdiction of the bishop,, who has 
made atiempi enforce his authority, Thus the matier resis. fhe new 
brother remains firm and though still deprived of his wife, he is pa- 
tienily waiting ihe solution which time may give to the problem of his 


troubles.

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This incident has newly attracted the atien’ion of Greeks to our 
work, which has been manifested, noi in blind rage, as four years ago, 
but im a desire to discuss the dogmas of the Greck and Protesiant 
churcnes, Many times our bookstore has beon filled with young men excit- 
edly debating with our Greek colporier, And several times on ihe Sabbath, 
ers have come into ihe Greek bible-class, and after the Sabbath-school 
was over have remained to discuss, This agitation, though it may lack 
the spirituality which we desire to see, is yet far betivr than the stage 
nation which too  -ften prevails, How painful it is that we have no suit- 


able Greek worker to follow up these. hopeful indications, 


In conclusion, | may say, that in view of what God has done. in 
bless ing our efforis during the past year, we have every reason to thank 
Him ‘i fake courage, At (he same time we desire to see far more of the 
searching operations of the Holy Spirit, and the glorious triumphs of 
grace in the hearts of those (hat accept and defend evangelical doc- 
trines, This is especially needed in Trebigond, which is so central, and 
where there are so many baneful influences, in ihe form of religious 
apathy, worldliness, scepticism and direct opposiiion. | trust we may 
never be without the warm sympathy, the earnest prayers and ihe active 


assistance of our missionary brethren, and of all friends of the conver-

sion of the world to Christ,

The Armenian brethren mere not 
harmonious, some had even pormanantly withdrawn, and others were tempora- 
rily absenting themselves from preaching services, But the few Greck bre- 
thren were united and geatous, and the preacher, Hrgopos Der Kalousdean, 
though himself am Armenian, turced his atten/iow almost wholly to ‘he 
Greeks as the more hopeful class. Nor has this hope been ill-founded, for 
dsvieg these etgoht years the Groek adherents have incraased mora than tane 
fold, sumbering at present 200 or more. Meamvhile there has beon healthy 
and gorotifying advance mone the Armenians, which, but for the more rapid 
progress amone the Greeks, would have ottrocted more otien'ion, The sumber 
reported this year is 106 or about three times the numer eight years 170.

common and gforious Master, 

In reviewing the work of the year, we naturatty first touk at the 
showing of the Tabutar View, We find that AdherentsS, or Protestants, have 
increased from 516 to or per cent., that the congregations have 
gained from 450 to 55, of 141, per cent,, scholars from 287 to 279, near- 
ly 18 per cent,». and contributions from $712 to $782, nearly 10 per cent, 
These figures, though not jadicating the leaps forward of some former 
Years, yet show a steady and healthy growth, The exceptional advance, this 
yeafy has been in church membership, from $1 to 84, or nearly threefold, 
which is due to the formation of two churches in Ordoo, one among the 
Greeksy organized June W7thy now numbering 37 members, and the other among 
the Armenians, organized Jan, 20th, numbering W7members, Thus we have 
three churches and three.pastors where a year ago was only one of each, 
This is a harvest towards which we have long been ltookingy and for which 


the field has long been in the process of preparation,

In our last year’s report we related the providences that led to the 


seParation of the Greek and Armenian congregations in Ordoo, and the re- 
sults during the first few months, Another y®ar of experience has wom test- 
ed the experiment more fully, and we may now speak more confidently than 
a yeaf ago of the propriety of the course then taken, There afe many whom 
the thought of separation does not strike pleasantly, lt seems to them to 
indicate a lack of haftmony, perhaps even discord and strife, And as the tie 
vision was made on the national line, it seems to some like exalting zeal 
for race and banguage above that for the gospel, like flying in the teeth 
of Paul’s postulate that in Christ JesUs there is neither Greek nor Jew, 
like encouraging national pride, like fostering in each man’s breast the 
feeling that Christianity must be marked cither "Greek" of "Armenian" be - 
fore it weuld be acceptable to him, If this way of looking at the matter 
wefe the cofrect oney the division should fairly be regarded as a melan- 
choly display of human depravity, and those who encouraged its incePtion 
and perpetuation would be serving the father of lies rather than the Sa- 
viour of men, But the cifcumstances of the case do not favor this view, 
First and chief. of all we must look at the question of language. It is 
Preeminently the busines: of the missionary to preach the Word, to declare - 
the Gospel, in a langage that shal! be understood, If the language js not 
adapted to the Undefstanding of the People, the preaching is vain, | feel 
forced to allude especially to this truism, though it seems a feflection 
on the inteltigence of those for whom this report is written, because this 
fundamental principle of our work secmMs so strangely overlocked in the 
consideration of this question, From an authoritative source the statement 
feaches me that "it has been the desire of the Board to overlo k nattonet 
lines of separation in: its work in the Turkish Empire as far as possible," 
Without question, in theory, this is the desire of all, but it is impossi- 
ble to realize the desire except as far as language permits, In cases 
whefe nationality has been-wholiy or partially obliterated, and the lan- 
guages of the subject faces have given place to the language of the dom- 
‘inant face, national limes may indeed be overlockedy simply because they 
have ceased to exist, and because there is a common language in which the 


Gospel may be preached to all, But where nationality has continued to as- 


sert itself, and the cistinctive tanguage, which is its life-blood, has 


been clung toy it is absolutely impossible to oyerlock nationahtity in cate 
rying forward our work, You-might as well talk of overlocking the direc. 
tion of the current in a stream on which you propose to build a mill, As a 
matter of fact the Board has not overlocked national lines in its work in 
and judiciusly adapted its movements to them,

In the beginnirg at Opdoop, the work was altogether among the Armenians, 
and so long as it was timited to them there was no problem of language.

In no way afe thée«prerogatives or agency of the Board infringed upon jn 
the least. From the first day of entering upon this arranzement | have be- 


come mofe and more convinced of its desirableness, of its being a most ex- 


cellent method of co peration with our native brethren, and of passing the 


: work over to them, | wish | coufd feel that as much was to be hoped for 
from station conferences, 


Now allow me to enUmerate some of the advantages that have be a gain- 


ed by the sepafation and the entrance of the Greek Alliance, The cmancipa- 
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tion of language has already been sufficientty dwelt upon, One needs to 
expofience it to realize how like throwing off shackles this emancipation 
has been, Before, we were worried and hampered with tois problem of lJan- 
guagey but since the separation each nationality has been like a bird set 
free, soaring caily on its outspread wings. For several years before the 
separation we had beon trying to get a Greek preacher for this field, The 
Mission and the Board had been thoroughly convinced of the impoftance of 
such a helper, and had yoted money for the purpose, but no man could be 
found, The moment the Alliance took up the work it sent us one of its best 
preachers to take charge of the Greek department, In June a church was of- 
ganized among tie~Greeeg, over which the preacher, Pandeli Philadelphefs, 
was settled Pastor, About the time of the separation a teacher, sistef-in- 
law of the Pastor, was secured for the Gums girls’ school. A Greek Bible- 


reader has abso been secured, and there afe now -some 25 woMen and large 


giels learning to read, The pastor also devotes much time to the women, 
having a pegular Monday class with them besides attending their Thursday 
prayer meeting, The women also have an organization for benevolent work, 

In what striking contrast-is att this with tne state of things two or three 
years ago when the women were -ither indifferent, or actively hostilel Now 
f the 87 church membors, 47 are fomalos, In every. respect there has also 
Been marked progress, The evangelical Greeks have increased during the 


Past year from 200 to 245, their rented place of worship, inconyenieat and 


small, has becon two or three times calargedy and is still fae too small 
for the growing congrezations, The-brethren, under the of ficieat guidance 
of thei pastor, have opened a coffe house, something after the style of 
the "Rests" in Smyrna and Constantinople, where is a room for reading and 
jiscUs fon, Growds gather tivere daily, and lively ana stimulating discUgse° 
ions afe of frequent occurrence, Neighborioed prayer mectings have 
established, sometimes in regions where they are stoned anid hooted, but. 
still they hold on, 

Last winter some women stoned a Prayer mecting in thdir neighborhood, 
but as complaint was made to the chief man of the quarter, and he wafned 


i them sot to repeat the offense, they did not dare molest tie next mecting, 


| 
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But it so happened that two brides of the ring leader in the stoning paP- 
ty attended this mecting, When the mother-in-law learned of ter brides be- 
ing in the mecting, she was so angry that she entered the place, and sei 2- 
ing them by the hair of the head dragged them out, In another instance two 
young wives wefte taken away from their husbands because they had become 
interested in evangelical preaching. One of these brides returned to her 
husband after one day’s separation, The other was detained by her father 
who declared that his daughter should never live with a Protestant, The 
bishop called the young hUsband and endeavored to iniuce him to return to 
the bosom of the church in which \e was born, But as he failed in thisy he 
proposed as a compromise that he think the matter over for fifteen days, 
at which time he might expect to be divorced if he dia not relent, The 
young man assented to the afrangement, not because he desired to be divorce 
edy but because he had faith that the Lord would help him to fetain both 
his convictions and his wife, After a few days the wife quietly returned 
to her husband, where she remains to this day. And while | write, news 
Feaches me that a young Greek has been driven out of his father’s house 
because of his interest in gospel truth, 

| must not fail to add that the Grecks gave last year 84 liras, $36Q60, 
for all purposes, which is considerably more than the Grecks and Armenians 
together gaye the previous year, There is pressing neod of a building for 
chapel and schools, and as there is now practically no hope of apnropria- 
tions from the Board for buildings, we should be almost without hope if it | 
were not for the Altiance,y under Dr, Constantine’s judicious and energetic : 
leadership, As it isy it is expected that a building will soon be purchased, 
and plans tatd for permanent and suitable premises, towards which tie peo- 
ple will excet themselves to the utmost, 

Now turning to the Armrenians of Ordos, let us see what has been the efe 
fect of the separation on them, And in the outset | cannot forbear allud- 
ing to the magnanimous course of the Armenian preacher, Der Ka loosdian, In 
regard to the sepafation. If aman listens to the promptings of pride and 
ambition, he will use every effort to prevent the division of his congregae 
tion, even though ie may be obliged to go to America to raise $20,000 to 
build a church ftarge enough to hold them all, Some preachers havey appar-

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ently, yielded to this temptation, but so far as we can sec, Der Katoos- 
dian did not, On the other handy when he saw his congregation drop, at a 
breath, from 200 to 60, he seom-d to regard it as a challenge to renewed 
effort to fill the empty seats, and cheerily accepting the challenge, went 
to work to fulfill the task The figures show how well his faith and zeal 


have been rewarded, for the average of 120 attendants on worship is fe- 


ported this year, just double that of last year, at times the old average 
of 200 being nearly or quite atiained, Enrolled Protestants have increased 
from 106 to 137, contributions indicate 5276prs., $28244, an advance of 
mofe than 55 per cent,; a zealous young men’s Christian Association is or- 
ganized for effective work, even sending an itineftant preacher out to Af- 
menian villages} the women too have their Dorcas society, which works es- 
pecially for the girts’ school, This school, though but lately established, 
is already full to overflowing, Much of the interest among the women, and | 
some among the men, should be credited to the labors of Pampish Kohar, who 


is so well known as Bibte-woman, and wao has beca laboring through the 
year in Ordoo, Before the separation she spent considerable time among the 
“Grecksy though greatly embarrassed as to languace, but now that the Grecks 
have their own Biblé-woman, she devotes herself almost exclusively to the 
Armenians, Among these there. afe now more than a hundred houses where she 


a5 is cordially received, and where. hor influence is felt for good, 


We spent avery pleasant winter in Ordoo, doing what we could to help 


forward the work, The speciat object in view was the organi Zation of a 


church among the Armenians, and for this purpose $5 candidates were eXam- 
inedy of whom only 17 were accepted for church membership, The church was 
formal!y organized Jan, 20 by a councit composed of the pastors and dele. 
gates from the Trebizond church, and the Greck church in Ordoo, Mr. Seclye 
from Constantinople, and the present writer, assisted by the preache fs 


from Herek and Fatsa, Mr. Der Kaloosdian was at the same time ordained and 


inducted into the office of pastor without formad installation, 
The Armenians of Ordo have not been wi thoat their share of persecus 
tion, The Most marked case was that of Boghos Zebilian who was spending 


the summer in his native village of Saiajah, where, with the zeal of a new 
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convert he preached the gospel to his fellow villagers. This greatly irri- 
tated the two priests of the village, who succeeded by false represcnta- 

tions, in getting Boghogthrust into prison, where he lay eighteea days be- 
fore his friends were able to get himerelesased on bail, At his trial which 
followed the cnemics of a free gospel succeeded in so controlling the sea- 
tence that he was condemned to threes months? imprisonmest on a charge that 
was not sUstained eyen by the sUborned testimony that was brought forward, 


The Case was then appealed, and 2 half hour’s review of the testimony in 

the higher court was sufficient to Pfeverse the decision, The issue of this 
piece of.matignity has besa very salutary, One of the priests above refers

ecclesiastics of the ofd-churchas to appeal to the government to assit

| (FROM OUR LATE SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT IN 
| ASIA MINOR.) 


From time immemorial Asia Minor has been 
inhabited by many and various races which have 
existed and stagnated side by side, each race the 
enemy of the other, and each trying to injure and 
supplant the other. Within the last 35 years a 
few men of a younger and more vigorous race have 
come to reside among these discordant peop es, and 
the objects they have in view are as widely 
different from the objects of the inhabitants of their 
adopted country as their old homes in the West 
are distant from their new homes in the Kast. 

These American missionaries desire to be the 
friends of all, to teach and educate all, and, if 
possible, to raise all alike from the degraded state 


and superstitious atmosphere in which they live to 
a higher, holier, and more honourable condition. 
The difficulties they have to contend against are 
great, but their zeal and courage remains un- 
shaken, and through evil report and good report 
and many discouragements they work steadily on, 
devoting energies and talents that if employed in 
their own country would lead to wealth and 
honour to the services of those among whom they 
believe it their duty and privilege to labour. The 
people to whom these men and women are thus de- 
voting theirlives, whether Armenians, Greeks, Jews, 
Levantines, or Turks, are occupied wholly with an 
anxious if not greedy desire to acquire money, or 
the social and political influence that brings both 
wealth and power. 

As one walks through the streets or bazaars of a 
Turkish town, the words used. to designate the 
various moneys in use recur incessantly. Every 
man, woman, and child is talking of money. 
Persons ignorant of everything else readily calcu- 
late the ever-changing relative values of ‘‘ silver | 
money,” clean money,” rotten money,” face 
money.’ Inall accounts of their grievances the | 
people rank the loss of money or goods as heavier 
oppression than personal ill-usage. In a thousand 
ways they show that money is the tirstobject of their 
thoughts and the idol that they worship. aor 

Religion, again, in the East is not as religion in 
the West. In the latter a man may be of any or 
no religion and yet be a loyal subject of his 
country. In the East religion is nationality, and 
when a man changes his religion he also, in his 
own eyes and those of others, changes his 
nationality as completely as does an Englishman 
if he leaves his country and becomes a Frenchman. 
There is, however, this difference : an Englishman 
might for certain reasons become a Frenchman or 
German, or adopt any other nationality without 
losing his friends, but an kastern who changes his 
religion—i.e., his nationality —becomes an object of 
hatred, if not loathing, to friends, relations, and 
all persons of his rejected persuasion. Thus it 
happens that a inan is considered as religious if he 
is loyal to his nationality and irreligious if he is 
lukewarm or, for any reason, hostile to the aspira- 
tions of his own people. A greater contrast to 
these people than are the American missionaries it 
would be difiicult to find. Receiving a small salary 
from the society in America that sends them forth, 
they are free from any suspicion of trying to in- 
crease their worldly wealth, directly or indirectly. 
Enthusiastic in what they consider the good cause, 
| they devote their energies and even their lives to 
the education and enlightenment of the degraded 
races among whom they labour. Most of them are 
highly educated, some are profoundly learned,

| doubt if his equal exists, but his modesty exceeds 
| his great knowledge, and it was not till I had lived 


under the same roof with him for several days that 
I became aware of powers so rare and deep. In 
some cases enthusiasin leads men to take an 
exaggerated view of the results of their labours. 
It would be surprising if it were not so; but, asa 
rule, { found the missionaries filled with the plain 
common sense for which the New lngland agri- 
culturists are celebraied. They are all married, 
live in comfortable, clean houses, and are simple 
and unpretending in their habits, following 
as near as possible the habits and customs 
of their forefuthers to which they had been 
accustomed before they left their . native land. 
hey neither drink wine nor smoke tobacco, 
and though their toleration allows the guest 
within their gates to indulge in the latter bad 
habit, yet they never provide strong drink for 
them or for any one. The first missionaries who 
arrived in the country devoted their energies to an 
attempt to convert the Jews to Christianity. It is 
not too much to say that these attempts ended in 
failure, as did also similar endeavours to Christianize 
the Mussulmans. The infamy attendant on a 
change of religion in the eyes of the people of these 
persuasions was and is too powerful to be over- 
come by the reasoning powers that they— 
ignorant and uneducated—possess. The social 
ystracism, too, that such a change would en- 
tail is a very severe penalty in the East where 
the peoples of the same religion herd together 
and are united bya thousand ties of family and 
interest. In the case of the Mussulmuns conversion 
to Christianity at once removes a man from the 
pedestal of pride on which he formerly reposed, 
and not ohly places him on a level with a despised 
and hated race, but subjects him to insults and 
daugers that only a strong. mind and a stout heart 
would dare to encounter. Lesides this, the faith 
of a Mussulman in the truth of his religion is un- 
bounded. With the exception of a few French- 
educated Effendis, | have never heard a Mussulman 
express the smallest doubt as to the religion of |: 
Mahomet being the only true faith, and I doubt if 
even the said Efiendis really feel the doubts 
they aliect. Probably they are sincere in their ex- 
pressions of contempt for all other religions, but I 
believe that in reality they inwardly fear and revere 
the words of the Koran whichthey pretend to deride. 
‘The expressions used by the Mussulmans to denote 
the death of a person of their own religious belief 
and that of a Christian show what they really feel 
as to the chances the latter has of future hap- 
piness. Of a Mussulman it is said that he ‘ has 
died ;” of a Christian or an animal, that he “ has 
perished.” The state of feeling thus faintly de- 
scribed shows some of the difticulties the mis- 
sionaries have to contend with; but, with a faith in 
their own faith equal to that of their Mussul- 
man neighbours, the American missionaries believe 
that the time will come when they will be able to 
Christianize the Jews and Mussulmans. As, how- 
ever, it is evident that their efforts in that direction 
are thrown away at present, they have turned 
their attention to the, as they call them, 


nominal Christians of the Armenian and Greek 

| Churches. In Asia Minor the Armenian Christians 
are much more numerous than the Greeks, and 

| practically the missionary labours are nearly con- 


tined to teaching and educating these people, 


}among whom they have now many followers.

The system on which the missions are conducted 
is to divide large districts of Asia Minor into 
‘* tields,” which are ruled over and managed b 
three or four gentlemen who forma kind of council, 
and who appoint and subsidize native pastors and 
teachers, and travel about from town to town 
exhorting and strengthening the ‘* brethren,” 
inspecting the schools, and generally supervising 
the, community. In addition to this, they have 
established colleges at Aiutab, Kharput (pro- 
nounced ‘‘ Harpoot’’), and other places, where 
the youth of both sexes receive good and 
sound education—the boys being instructed by 
the missionaries, assisted by native teachers, 
and the girla by the wives of the missivnaries 
and many unmarried American ladies who devote 
themselves to the work. The largest educational 
establishment in Asia Minor is the College of 
Aintab, and this has been built and is kept up 
almost entirely by the American missionaries and 
their native Protestant brethren. The results 
obtained with the small means at their command 
say much for the business qualities of the 


the coilege—a building that would certainly have 
cost £6,000, or £7,000 in England—has, so far, cost

races and religions are free to enter it, and, asa 
fact, most of the religions of the country are repre-

teachers in their native towns and thus to hand on 
the advantages they have themselves received. 


In Constantinople the society has a central 
establishment, managed by a secretary, whence 
the printed copies of the translations of the 
Bible and other books are distributed and all 
the general business atluirs of the missionaries are 
conducted. Once a year delegates from the various 
missionary ‘‘ fields ’ meet at this central establish- 
ment, consult together, and form rules for their 
conduct during the ensuing year. Besides the men 
and ladies absent labouring in the ‘ fields,” there 
are others who are, as I understand, unattached, 
and who are occupied in translating the Scriptures 
and other books and such other learned works as 
require quiet and leisure. Dr. Riggs, the gentle-

there. The central society which sends out the 
missionaries is, I think, liberal and kind to the 
gentlemen and ladies who so nobly do its work ; for 
‘though the salaries it gives are only sufficient to 
maintain the missionaries and their families in 
decent comfort, yet in the case of their suffering 
losses from shipwreck or robbers it comes to their 
assistance in no niggardly spirit. Again, if any one 
is in bad health it will supply him or her witb 
funds to obtain the advice and change of air which 
without such assistance would be beyond their 
narrow means. In Asia Minor there are, I 
believe, altogether about 35 Americans who may 
be looked upon as the officers of the army. Under 
them and educated by them there ure numbers of 
native pastors and teachers who are paid partly by 
the missionary society and partly by the community 
of Protestants. The Americans are now doing 
their best to make the different commuuities self- 
supporting, and have met with some success in this 
direction. Looking down from an eminence, as do 
these simple, disinterested, shrewd men, on the 
intrigues and scandals going on around them, I 
believe their opinions on the condition of the 
provinces and the provincial populations to be more 
unbiased and valuable than any other. Any one 
whose duty it is to become acquainted with the 
state of the country cannot do better than obtain 
his information from, [ might almost say, this, the 
only pure, disinterested source that exists in the 
country. 

Enthusiasts there are who find all good qualities 
in the race—the Armenian—in which they are 
specially interested, and one gentleman I met who 
loudly proclaimed his admiration of the Turks ; 
but in general the missionaries take a calm, un- 
prejudiced view and can see the faults and failings 

f their ‘‘ brethren” the Protestants as plainly as 
if they were uninterested spectators. hatever 
their opinions, they are honestly formed and boldly 
expressed. They have no one over them that they 
are afraid of offending, and are ever ready to tell all 
they have learnt during a long residence in the 
heart of the country. 

Many Levantines and others deride exertions 
they are incapable of understanding, and some there 
are who suspect political intrigue and interested 
motives. When pressed for proofs, however, these 
cavillers can bring forward no one act on the = 
of the missionaries that in any way justifies their 
accusations. Whatever people may think or say of 
them and their work, their motives are good and 
their conduct honourable.

THE REFORMATION MOVEMENT IN [HS 
OLD ARMENIAN CHURCH. 
@ 

The following interesting letter, giving an account of 
the Reformation Movement in the Old Armenian 
Church, has been addressed by Canon Tristram to his 
Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury, at whose request it 

is sent to us for publication :— 


Antioch, Syria, 27th June, 1881. 

My Lord Archbishop,—Having now completed my 
tour over the principal portion of Southern Armenia, 1 
beg leave to lay before your Grace, as requested, a report 
of what I have seen and learned in the country respecting 
the Reformation Movement in the Old Armenian 
Church. It is difficult for me to write in terms that 
may not seem exaggerated, but [ can only say the half 
was not told me, that Archbishop Migherditch hos 
certainly not overstated his case, and that in towns and 
villages alike there is a harvest ripe for us to reap, which 
we have not sown. 

I spent some days at Aintab, where the Archbishop's 
church is in course of building, and had the advantage 
of being accompanied by a professional architect from 


Beyrout, who is thoroughly satisfied with the plana and | 


the execution of the work, and says that there is already 
more than enough to show for the money as yet expended 
(6007.). The Church of “St. Gregory the Illuminator ” 
isan oblong building with apse, of the Basilica type, on 
the model of the oldest Armenian churches of the 
country. The walls are nearly up to the wall-p!ate, and 
the roof will be a stone dome. The Arch- 
bishop’s present congrezation is above 300, wor- 
shipping within and without a dilapi-lated cottage, as 
_ the larger portion of the people have to remain outside, 
within hearing from the doorway. The Prayer-books 
printed by the S.P.C.K. are used and valued, and the 


hearty responses were very touching. The whole of the | 
present congregation are of the poorest class, but I saw 

several richer Armenians, who declare their intention 

of at once joining the Reformed Church when it is 

organized. 

At Marash, a towa of 35,000 inhabitants, of whom 
16,000 are Armenians, there is a congregation of over 
1,000, maintaining their own school and pastor, as they 
have done for twelve years, and using our Liturgy. The 
pastor, a superior man, was educated at Robert College, 
Constantinople, but declined ordination from the Con- 
gregationalists, and he and his congregation have been 
quite independent of the American Mission. He earnestly 
desires Armenian Episcopal ordination. I have spoken 
to the American missionaries, and explained 
to them our desire to avoid any antagonism, 
and I am sure the Bishop of Jerusalem wll sanction the 
ordination. These people have already bought a site for 
a church, and are raising money to build. I preached at 
their services, which are in the open air, to a congrega- 
tion of 2,300. At Adiaman an Armenian priest has 
been put out for reading the Scriptures in Turkish, and 
he and thirty families have joined the Reformed Church 
under Archbishop Migherditch. They worship in a 
room, and the priest labours daily for the maintenance of 
his family. I was much struck with his simple earnest- 
ness. At Harpoot priest Kasar and 300 families use the 
Reformed Liturgy, and apply earnestly for a preacher, 
as priest Kasar is not able to preach. These people 
have not yet formally left the Old Armenian Church. 
At Severek there is no priest in the movement, but about 
100 families have declared for the Reformed Church, 
Mr. Carabet, from Diarbekir, goes occasionally to admi- 
nister the two sacraments. At Adana a priest and over 
100 families are desirous to join, and apply for books 
and a preacher. At Albestan 104 families have declared 
themselves Reformed Armenians. They have no priest 
or pastor, but the brethren pray and exhort among them- 
selves on Sundays. They also crave a minister. It is 
to be noted that here there is no American Mission or 
native Protestant pastor. At Sivas there are about 
100 inquirers using our Prayer-book. At Kessab 
(3,009 Armenian inhabitants) twenty-five families and 
one priest, a very old man, have already declared them- 
selves ; and there are 240 families ready to join if they 


can have aclergyman. They are all poor. :: There was 


here also a Uniat Armenian congregation. The priest 
Nicolas Boujidian, refused to accept the dogma of Papal 
(nfallibility, and was thrown into peice by Jesuit in- 
trigues. He is now free, and in the Lebanon. The 
church is closcd, and all his people wish to join the Re- 
formed Church. He himself has applied for recognition 
by the Bishop of Jerusalem. At Hababliyeh, out of 200 
families, twenty have come out, and forty more express 
their desire to join. They sent a deputation to me a 
day’s journey, headed by an Aimenian deacon, 
begging for aclergyman and Prayer-books. The Arme- 
nian priest refuses to baptize the childen of those 
who huve come out, and they asked meto go. I was 
unable to do so, but sent Mr. Garbooshian, the Chaplain 
from Cyprus, who happened to be in the neighbourhood 
for a week, and who promised to goin my stead. So 
widely spread is this movement that I have found no 
Armenian place, great or sma!!, withoat some symp..

thizere. At one village where [ stopped for the night, 
and asked hospitality, as l awoke oa the roof where we 
slept I saw a young man using the Prayer-book in a 
voruer of the housetop, and found they, though Old 
Armenians, prized our Prayer-book. At another village, 
my host, on hearing I was English, at once claimed 
fraternity, and produced his Turkish Bible and two 
Prayer-books. He made me, then and there, write a 
to Archbishop Migherditch for 
twenty Prayer-books for the use of the village, for which 
they would gladly pay. And this place is eight days’ 
journey from Aintab. 

In all the cases I have named the movement is among 
he Old Armenians. I have carefully abstained from en- 
couraging any idea of seeking converts from the American 
congregations, and several American missionaries have 
observed to me that Archbishop Migherditch’s people 


were altogether from the Old Armenians, and not from 


their (the American’s) people. But it is not only ii 
Armenia itself that this desire for reformation is shown ; 
it is stirring also the Churches im Mesopotamia. I find 
our Prayer-book loved and used, both by Armenians and 
Syrians at Orfa (Ur of the Chaldees), with its 30,000 in- 
habitants, Diarbekir on the Tigris, and Mosul, The Bishop 


of Jerusalem has received several earnest appeals for help 


from all these places, and I myself have conversed both 
with Armenian and Syrian priests in Mesopotamia, who 
long for help to guide them, and admit the need for a 
scriptural reformation, but exclaim, “ Who is to begin ?”’ 
The native pastor at Oorfa, a man of culture as well as 
earnest piety, spoke with great confidence of the prospect 
of reform, and said that 80 out of every 100 of the 
Armenians of the Old Church have the Bible and read 
it. He believed that in a generation the foformation, if 


conducted by Armenians, with Armenian orders, and on 
national Armenian lines, would carry the whole nation 


with it, and so reunite all in one old national reformed 
Church. My own observation confirms this, not only in 
Mesopotamia but throughout the country, thanks to the 
long-continued labours of the American Missions and the 
Bible Society. At Diarbekir there is a native Armenian 
clergyman, Mr. Carabet, ordained by Bishop Gobat. 
He has fifteen families in his congregation, but is wholly’ 


without support since Bishop Gobat’s death, and carns 


scanty livelihood by teaching a small school. There is 
also here a large Protestant congregation under a native 
pastor, the fruit of a former American Mission. Pastor 
Thomas uses our Praye.-book. I was sorry that he way 
at Constantinople when { wasinthe country. %Jn Mosul 
we have a little band of seventeen families of the 
Reformed Church by the mounds of ancient Nineveh. 

I fear I may weary your Grace with these details, but 
I know not how else to give a fair conception of the 
extent of this wonderful movement. What anazes me 
most is the patient determination with which many of 
these people have been waiting, even for twelve years, 


| and applying for teachers, and yet, without one word of 


encouragement from us, have held true to their prin- 
ciples. The American missionaries themselves, of whose 


| kindness and hospitality to myself I cannot speak too 


‘gratefully, admit to me that the Church of England can- 
not do otherwise than listen to the invitation which she 
has in no way sought, and which has come in God’s pro- 
vidence, 

It seems to me that there is no time to be lost, for the

harvest is fully ripe; and if ever we could read the signs 
of providential cail it is surely here, where God’s Spirit 
is stirring the dry bones without our agency, but simply 
through the circulation of the Holy Scriptures. What 
appears immediately necessary is that two clergymen 
shoald be found, one to be with Archbishop Migherditeh, 
at Aintab, as headquarters, to help in organization ; the 
other to be an itinerant preacher, to visit the villages 
and look after the congregations where there is either no 
reformed Armenian priest or none capable of preaching. 
Che latter we have ready to hand, in Mr. Garbooshian, 
himself an Armenian and a Cambridge graduate (with 
high honours), whose chaplaincy in Cyprus under the 
Colonial and Continental Society is just suspended from 
want of funds, and who earnestly desires to work among 
his countrymen. He can preach in Armenian, Turkish, 
and Arabic, and it would be a great mistake, 1 am sure, 
to let such a man slip. I have his testimonials, letters, 
&e., at home in England. For the other clergyman the 
knowledge of thee ilanguages would not be necessary at 
first, and he would very soon acquire sufficient Turkish 
for his purpose, while he could at once be useful to Arch- 
bishop Migherditch. I cannot hesitate to believe that if the 
wonderful movement in Armenia were known in England, 
the necessary funds would be at once forthcoming ; and 
[ do not think that I am too sanguine when I believe 
that 1,0002. a-year could easily be raised for Archbishop 
Mitherditch, with two preachers among the Armenians 
and one among the ~yrians. I shall still have to beg 
some 300/. more to finish the Church of St. Gregory. | 
have many messages of gratitude to your Grace from 
Archbishop Migherditch.

The Union feels that it is its duty to write and make it known, that of the young men who have been 
to Europe or America for a higher education, either for the Christian Ministry or for Medicine, have re- 
turned to be useful in their own land. Indeed there have been exceptions to this, and we are sorry for 
them, but speaking in general the majority of them have been of great use to their country. We express 
our deep gratitude to those in Europe and America, who have lent a helping hand to those who have 
knocked at their door for admittance. We thank you that when our young men came to you in narrowed 
circumstances, poor, and in need of instruction, placing themselves between hope and fear, between life 
and death, you, kind sirs, instead of sending them back, opened your temples of learning for them, gave 
them a fair training, and they learning of you the true dignity of character came back to be the leaders of 
their people. They are to-day doing a work the vaue of which can be fairly estimated by those who are 
eye witnesses. 

Allow us to mention a few of the persons educated under your care: Of those who have become Pas- 
tors, we have Pastor Kerope, educated in Scotland, a man of great influence and usefulness. The loving 
Pastor of alarge, intelligent church. We wish we had many like him. Pastor Alexander Djigisian, a man 
of great self denial, the faithful Pastor at.Adapazar, also educated in Scotland, Pastor Tomas Boyajian, 
no matter what others say, has been the fagger of one of the Jaggest churches in Turkey, and of the good 
influence he exerts, no one doubts. Pastor Abuhayatian, educated in Germany, is the earnest working 
pastor of one of our growing churches at Ourfa. “Then we have other’? Pastor Khazaros of Broosa, Pas- 
tor Melkon, Hohannesian, educated in Oberlin, Dr. Abadlian, educated at Hartford Seminary, etc. Let 
me also mention the name of Pastor Simon Yutijian, the beloved editor of that most needed paper, the 
Yidag. Alas! that circumstances have urged him to withdraw from the noble work of publishing a native 
paper, one of the things most needed by the natives. 

And then we have the names of those who have become physicians: Drs. Minasian, K. Sewny, Mat- 
teorian, Vartanian, Kavaljian, Giragosian, Kuludjian, Bro, Isgian, etc. Besides we have Bro. Besjian, a 
capital man educated in America. Mr. Crikor Bagdasrian, the founder of the Broosa Orphanage, edu- 
cated in Germany. Itis not my design to speak of them all, but let it be known that these few who 
have been educated abroad have not brought any dishonor to the cause of Christ. But on the contrary, 
they are to-day the leading men of the nation, a native power created! They have brought to us from 
Europe and America, weight of character, noble ideas and aspirations, which will work like leaven in 
moulding the character of so many under their influence. 

The Protestant community to-day is not composed wholly of the ignorant and uneducated; nay, we 
thank God and thank you. We havea few Pastors worthy of their calling; not “blind leaders of the 
blind.” We have Doctors and Professors and teachers, and men of trade who have had their education 
in Europe or America, and are now the forerunners ot the nation. Good friends, believe us, your work 
is not lost. Your benevolence is doing by the grace of God,a most useful work. Kindly and forgiv- 
ingly receive our thanks. Kemember that we are yet to be an educated people. \We have many short- 
comings, but these few pastors you have educated are just the men our Churches want. Many and many 
thanks for favors done to them all.

receive rest to their souls.

Please excuse the printing of this letter, as my hands are full of work, and I send it to many 
others as well as to yourself.

5. Does the alleged feeling of caste exist among our missionaries, and what has occasioned 
that imputation ? 


6. What is the prospect of the speedy completion of foreign missionary work among the 
Armenians, and how is it to be brought about. 


7. In the present aspect of the matter, would a deputation from this country be desirable? 


We should be happy also to hear from you on any other points which you deem it important 
for us to know in order to enable us to render the best possible service to Christ in this matter. 


After you have written to us as an individual, we would like to hear from your

In reply to your letter of yesterday, I would 
Say, 

I, The recent troubles in Turkey are in no respe2t due to 
deficient treaty Stipulations, but are due to neglect and dis- 
regard oOf treaties, 

In fact, the treaty between the United States and the 
Porte, is by far the most stringent of the existing treaties, 
and is the one to which other embassies appeal, in claiming the 
rights of the ‘most favored nation'® elause, which is ineorrpor-= 
ated in all the treaties, It is to this fact, that is prinei-= 
pally due the persistent effort o:: the part of the Porte, to sé- 
eure the practical abrogation or disregard of the treaty. 

2. The Br, and For. Bible Society have had recent annoys 
anees like those which we have eneountered at Gallipoli, smyr- 
na &, I do not think that on ne whole they are better 
cared for by their re than we are by wade The reason 
is two fold. 


(Ist) At present, British influence at the Porte is 


very weak, and the Embassy eannot accomplish all that they 
would like to, in many ways. (2) The Agent of the B.& F. B. 
soe. at Consple, has not taken the course which, in our judg- 
ment, would seeure hearty support from the Legation, We have. 
based all our claims upon distinet treaty rights, without bring 
ing in the auestion of religious toleration, He —e 
the two, in a way that has at times brought him into diffieult 
relations With his Ambassador, as well as with the Government, 
3. I think there is little doubt but that the Turkish Gov- 
ernment, is more venturesome in permitting assaults upon Ameri- 
can cltize@éns, and infringements of their rights, than it is 
lin regard to British subjects. I know of no instances of ut- 
terly unjust treatment of personal rights,and flagrant viola- 
tion of treaty obligations,inflicted upon British 
can compare with those referred to in the paper sent from Con- 
stantinople, In general, I believe the attacks upon American 
citizens and American rights and interests,are but a part Of an 
effort, On the part of the Turkish Government, to free itself 
from all its foreign obligations, Every celause of every trea- 
ty, that ean be formally abrogated, or tacitly set aside, fur- 
nishes them one more stepping stone to the attainment of this 


end, and when that end is attained, foreign personal and pro-

perty rights will not be worth the name, It seems probable 
that the Porte think it possible to secure more concessions 
from the Government of the United States, on aceount of the 
distance from Constant indie, and the ignorance of the actual 
bbnaid ton of the Turkish Empire, manifested by all our leading 
men.

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PASSPORTS IN TURKEY. | 


By Selah Merrill, LL.D., Consul at Jerusa- 
lem from 1882 to 1886.

Since public attention bas been called tothe mat- 
ter of protection claimed of the United States by 
certain persons at Tangier, Morocco, it may be of 
some interest if I make a brief statement respect- 
ing the general subject of American passports 
and protection as illustrated by affairs in the Con- 
sular District of Palestine. In this district it can- 
not be denied that abuses exist for which, how- 
ever, the Consuls are in no way responsibie, 

First as to passports. Very few of the Amert- 
cans residing in Palestine have passports. They 
did not secure them before they left the United 
States and they have taken no steps to secure 
them since. Questions respecting their status 
arise every year between the Consulate and the 
local Government when, were there passports to 
reter to, the Consul would be savedtrom much 
embarrassment. By a courtesy for which the ° 
Turkish officials are to be commended they ac- 
cept the Consul’s certification of an alleged fact 
which he ought to be able toeestablish, not by bis 
word, but by the production of a passport. This 
is a matter which the Government could remedy, 
but it does not do so. 

With naturalized American citizens the rule 
may be saidto be just the opposite, for either 
they hold or their parents helda passport. Some- 

| times one passport will serve for a man and his 
, grown-up sons, who have themselves becoine 
heads of families. For instance, a Jew living in 
Russia or Poland comes to America. He may 
be unmarried. He may have a wife only, ora 
wife and minor children. These may accompany 
him, or they may remain in their native country. 
A$ soon as he obtains nis passport he goes to Pal- 
estine and takes with him his family. If he has 
no family, he marries in Palestine and rears a 
familly of children there. His sons come of age, 
are married and have families of theirown, The 
result is that a sincle passport serves for its 
proper owner, his children and his grandchilarep. 
The iaw provides that in such cases the crand-— 
children may be cut off from protection, but I do | 
not Know of this ever having been done. I should | 
like to see the Consul who would dare do it in) 
Jorusale The Jews would turn Constantinopie | 
and Washington upside down with their protests | 
against the Consul and by their demands for w hat | 
they considered to be their rights. This is an. 
abuse which ought to be corrected. : 

Furthermore, passports ought to be renewed 
every three years, certainly every five years, by | 
the State Department itself and only after proper | 
scrutiny and assurance that the party is deserv-. 
ing of the favor. Our Government is indifferent | 
to this matter, and consequently we are protect-. 
jug persons by virtue of passports that were) 
issued twenty or thirty years ago. 

Another matter is registration. The Govern- 
ment requires the Consul to make returns of al) 
Americans and naturalized Ameriean citizens 
within his district. This I did once a year, a copy 
of the list being sent to Washington and another 
to Constantinople. The Government mignt aid 
the Consul in making out this register, but it 
affords him no _ hel whatever. Neither 
class of citizens that have mentioned is re- 
quired to registerin the Consulate. Consequent- 
ly the labor of collecting the names and the 
og other details that are required to complete 
the list Is greater than one would think. The 
Consul must make inquiries on every band, call in 
one person and another, and frequently send sey- 
eral times to a single house or individual before 
he can obtain tne facts which will enavle him to 
prepare tbe register in accordance with the Gov- 
ernment regulations. As soon, however, 4s one 
of these persous wiio are 80 indifferent about 
registering themselves in the Consulate ets into 
any troubie he hurries to the Consul for protection 
and redress. The Consul cannot refuse assist- 
ance, and it is of little use to ask the person why 
he has neglected to register himself. 

Our Government ought to require all persons 
residing in forelan countries and claiming our 
protection to register themselves annually in the 
Consulate. The Government should require a fee 
for this, and a severe penalty should be attached 
for non-compliance with this regulation; for if our 
protection is worth anything persons enjoying it 
should be wiiling to pay an annual registration

exist. The fact is that weare protecting & latze 
-pumber of persons Who were never in the Unitea 
‘States, who know nothiug about the Ubited States, 
{ts institutions, laws, etc., and who cannot speak 
word of These people are mostly an 
ignorant class. hey do not hesitate to resort to 
violence to settle their disputes, for I have known 
them to use sticks, stoues and guns. I could 
| fully jusufy myself in the statement that they 
are a dangerous element from which serious 
trouble between our country and Turkey may any 
~ [fan Armenian, Turk, Arab, Jew, or any other 
ubject of Turkey comes to America and remains 
ong enough to obtaln a passport and returns to 
the Turkish dominions to reside, why should the 
United States continue to pPStect him? fhe same 
remark applies to any other alien who ts not a 
Turkish subject. A Russian, tor example, wishes 
to go to Jerusalem to reside. He does not have a 
high opinion of his own Government and he thinks 
the Turkish Government is bad. He would like 
to be under American protection. He comes to 
New York and remains until he can secure bis 
passport and goos thence to Jerusalem. His de- 
sire is accomplished, for now hecan reside there 
as an American citizen, Three-fourtns of the 
familes in Jerusalem now protected ty our Gov- 
ernment have declared to me their intention of 
reinalning in that country permanently. In my 


judgment it is neither reasonable nor just 


that this class of aliens, although they 
have been, we will suppose, legally natural- 
ized, shoulad continue to receive the protec- 
tion of the United States. In the case of Ori- 
entals who do not intend toreturnto America or 
who intend to reside for any considerable period 
in Turkey, citizenship should lapse after a rea- 
sonabletime. So far as Jerusalem is concerned, 
this class of persons is increasing. What 1 have 
now hinted at is certainly an abuse of citizenship 
for whieh a remedy should be provided. 

Iu this granting of unlimited citizenship there 
is involved an International question which 
causes great annoyance to the Consul. Iu Turkey 
the law is that no subject of the Sultan can re- 
nounce allegiance to him without special permis- 
sion therefor, Practically that permission is 
never granted, The moment a Turkisii subject 
who has been naturalizedin America returns to 
Turkey he ts regarded asa Turkish subject. His 
passport is useless. Had he remained in Amer- 
ica or wandered to some other country than 
Turkey, he would have been all right. Returning 


and the United States claim him. There are 
many such cases, and no person without actual 
experience can realize how difficuit tney 
are for the Consul to manage. 
Nelther Government yields its point, 
and the trouble and vexation which the Consul 
experiences is simply immense. Moreover, itis 
allto no purpose. Itisouly by the leniency of 
the Turkish Goyernment that serious interna- 
tional complications do not constantly arise out 
vf such cases as these. Should Turkey press the 
matter, we could not help ourselves unless we 
wenttowar. The authority of our Goveriment, 
as represented Ly its passports, is ilable at any 
momentto be dishonored, and there ts pot the 
slightest need that ourcountry should thus be ex- 
posed to insult. 

In many eases the persons now referred to do 
not deserve our protection. I think itis a rule to 
which there is no exception that the persens who 
least deserve American protection are those from 
whom all the trouble at the different Cousulates 
arises. Intellizent, uprignt, law-abiding citizens 
occasion no trouble Whatever. 

There ure at present in New York hundreds of 
Arabs from different parts of Turkey, cliefiy 
from Syria and Palestine, who do not intend to 
remain here after they have accumulated a few 
hundred dollars. Some of this class have already | 
obtained passports and doubtless others will do 
so on the supposition thatin Turkey they will be | 
better off if they can claim to be American citi- | 
zens. (Quite recently one of these people who had | 
been in this country just long enough to op- 
tain his naturalization papers, and had hada | 
meantime some school advautages, was by | 
special influence on tiie part of certain 


politicians appointed Consul toa very important 
pews in How the authorities at Wash-| 
ngton, with the treaty betwen the two countries | 
before them, could have appointed such a person 
to such a position remains a mystery. The mo-. 
ment, however, that this man’s name came before 
the Sultan he was promptly rejected, and thereby 
our country was saved from a great disgrace. 

Turkey may be cruel and despotic in her gov- 
ernment, but so long as We sustain friendly rela- 
tions with her, and know what her laws are, we 
have, in my judgment, no more right to take her 
subjects and make them American citizensthan we 
have to take her camels as our property. I do 
not refer, of course, tothose subjects of Turkey 
who come here to make this country their perma- 
nent home. 

There are likewise serious abuses connected 
with the manner of obtaining passports in this 
country which I will simply refer to and not at- 
tempt to state fully or to discuss. We think that 
our laws concerning this matter are well defined 
and strict, but there are ways of evading tiiem, 
ana I know of persons who have been in America 
one year or elghteen months onlv, and of others 
who certainly have not lived here the required 
six years, who are now living in Turkey as Amerl- 
- citizens with passports froin the Department 
of State.

Care should be exercised in granting passports; |

Consular Protection in the East. 

The interesting article upon passports aad 
naturalized citizens in Turkey, by the Rev. 
Selah Merrill, wich we publish elsewhere, bas 
an important bearing upon the difficulty which 
has arisen with Morocco. The abuses of pass- 
ports and consular protection of which Mr. Mer- 
rili when Consul at Jerusalem had personal 
cognizance. sre common in the East, and there 
is little doubt, as Mr. Merrill suggests, that the 
people who inake the most trouble for the Con- 
suls are those usually who have least claim 


to our protection, and are nominal MBeri- | 
can citizens only through the loose working . 


of our naturalization laws and an abuso of 
passports Itisx quite coneeivable that trouble 
might arise atany time over questions of dis- 
puted citizenship arising in this way, There is 
need of reform in the directions which Mr. Mer- 
rill points out. If the suggestions which he 
summarizes in closing his article could be 
embodied in our consular system our Consuls 
would be relieved of great embarrassment, and 
a source of national discredit, not to say dis- 
grace, would be removed,

THE SULTAN AND THE RELIGIOUS 
COMMUNITIES. 


ON THE invitation of the Sultan,the heads of the 
different religious communities,as reported yester- 
day, were present at the Palace on Saturday. His 
Imperial Majesty's invitation included the Greek 
Patriarch,the Armenian Patriarch, the Armenian 
Catholic Patriarch, the vekil of the Protestant 
Community (M. A. H. Boyajian) and the Kai- 
makam of the Grand Rabbi. On arrival at the. 


Palace they were received by the Grand Master. 
of Ceremonies, his Excellency Munir Pasha, who- 
ushered them into the Sultan’s presence. The. 
Greek Patriarch then read an address congra- | 
tulating his Majesty on the marriage of the Im- | 
perial Prince sses, and expressing “gratitude for 
the Lenefits enjoyed under his Imperial Majesty’s 
rule. The Sultan replied that on account of Lent, 
his Imperial Majesty had not thought it proper 
to call the ecclesiastics to the nuptial festivities, 
but his Majesty gracicusly observed that he had 
missed them and had therefore asked them to His 
presence that morning. His Imperial Majesty : 
thanked the deputation for the sentiments express- 
_ed in the address, adding that He wes glad to see. 
_ the visitors in good health, and hoped ‘that they | 
_ would be sp ared for many years, that his Majesty | 
wight meet them in the future. The deputation, 
after thanking the Suitan, withdrew. The Sultan 
afterwards received the vekil of the Protestant | 
Community in private audience. His Imperial | 
Majesty expressed regret that no opportunity had 
occurred for receiving the vekil since his appoint- 
ment, adding “Lam glad to meet you on this occa- | 
sion, I congr ratulate you on your appointment and | 
wish you success. Touching all my subjects, it is | 
my Imp erial wish that in their religious beliefs | 
and worship they should be perfectly free, and 
that ncne should molest then.” The vekil. 
thanked the Sultan for this most gracious recep- | 
tion,and rejoined the other members of the deputa- | 
tion. The deputation afterwards partook of refresh-_ 
mentsin theapartments of the second Chamberlain, 
where the Grand Master of Ceremonies brought 
them a courteous message from the Sultan, be- 
fove they left the Palace.

A Protest Signed by Americans and by Natur- 


alized American Citizens Resident in Con- 


stantineple. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, March 20, 1889. 
To the Editor of the MAIL AND EXPRESS: 

We need just now an energetic Minister full of 
American enterprise, and having proper notions 
regarding American commerce. We need such a 
man to aid his fellow-citizens residing here, to 
revive, if possible, tne once large and profitable 
trade that formerly existed between Turkey and 
the United States, but now almost entirely drifted 
to other countries for want of aid, encouragement 
and influence from the legation here, which, I am 
sorry to aay, lately, unlike other legations and 
embassies here, seems inclined to discourage 
rather than encourage American enterprise in 
Turkey. 

Enclosed I beg leave to send to you printed 
wopies of a protest we, all the Amertcans residiug 
here, have signed and forwarded to Senator Sher 
map ani Secretary Biaine acainst the obnoxious 
treaty Minister Strauss accepted from the Sublime 
Porte, Dut which fortunately, thanks to our ener- 
getio and immediate demonstrations, was laid 
aside by the late administration, most likely not 
desiring totake the responsibility of promulgat 
ing it in the face of our protests. 

Will you kindly have this protest inserted !n 
your influential paper so as to interest to it 
the public opinion and prevent an injustice to 
some fifteen or twenty families.

2. The hardships that will result from including 
these citizens in this treaty are numerous, peculiar 
and disastrous. 

They had aright to delieve under the above cir- 
cumstances thut they were as secure in their 
citizenship as native born Americans and hada 
right to remain in Turkey or go to the United 
States, the same aé native born Americans. 

Some of these citizens have married native born 
American ladies who, if their husbanas remain

Some are olergy- 
menu ana physicians, who cannot leave their par- 
ish or their patients ata given time and zo to the 
United States without great injury to voth Some 
served through our war with great honor to theim- 
acives. Some sngaged in Dusiness with the United 


States, aud this business brought te the American 


industria] establishments nearly one hundred mill- 
ion of dollars for the last thirty years. Some have 
held official positiona under our government. 
Then there are questions of wills, contracts, mar- 
riage settlements, al) made in good faith, which 
would become void, There are questions of prop- 
erty which would involve serious diffoulty, and 
all of these would be ruinously affected. There 
are agencies of American industry which would 
inevitably be lost, 

There are only about twenty of these families, 
and we believe they are in every way worthy rep- 
resentatives of the United States. 

3. We have an analogous case in the action of 
England. 

A general naturalization law wae passed in 1870 
establishing the principle that protection shall 
not be afforded in the country of birth. It has 
been judicially decided, however, that this act 
cannot be retroactive, and England oontinues to 
protect all those protected before 1870. 

Other powers, especially Russia and Persia, 
take a stili stronger position. They continue to 
naturalize Turkish oe and to protect them 
here, under the capituiations, withvuut regard to 
the Turkish law of 1869. Upto the 
the United States Government has 
the same thing. 

This analogy and the principles acted upon un- 
tii now by the United States Government based 
upon the capttulations would lead to the exclusion 
from the action of the new treaty of al) these 


fortiori to 
those naturalized before 1869, 

No Pi eg government has any treaty of 
naturalization with but all protect their 
citizens under the capitulations. 

4. In anewer to all this. we are told that the 
treaty in {ts present form does not necessarily 
out offanyone, but thatitis left to the discretion 
of the United States Government to continue pro- 
tection after the expiration of two years. This is 
no doubt the American meaning of the treaty, al- 
though it may not be so with the Sublime Porte. 
At all events, for all, except those mentioned 
above, this arrangement may be justifiable; for, 
their claim to protection is imperfect in conse- 
quence of the Turkish law of 1869. 

But the case of those mentiuned above is wholly 
different. Their status was positively fixed years 
by beth goyernments. 

Now by this treaty itis put in doubt. It would 
be ruinous for them to be left in constant and 
daily doubt and suspense as to their status, which 
might, uader the new treaty, be disputed any day 
by the Turkish Government, and might give rise 
to serious difficulties, and cause disastrous effects 
to the person whose status is disputed, and stil] 
more to his wife and children ifin the meantime 
he died. It would be, at best, at the mercy of the 
United States Minister, who might be a nowcomer 
with little knowledge.

56. The United States Government gains abso- 
lutely nothing by including these persons in this 
treaty.

lf it wishes to protectthem after the expiration of 
two years it will be far more difficult to do 
80 then than it is now. 

The Ottoman Government wiil then have a right 
to object; now it bas no euch right; for it has 
already officially recognized the American citizen- 
ship and never disputed it. 

In conclusion, What we ask is aimply this: 

Thatin sucha way ae may seem dest to the 

overnment those citizens naturalized before 1869 

6 expresely excluded froin the action of this 
treaty, and their mght of American citizenship 
fully secured. 

The furkish Government wili not, and cannot 
| possibly refuse to accept this modification because 

t is thee | in accordance with the principle 

established Dy ité law of nationality of 1868, and 
because each of these persons is already provided 
with a document bearlug on one side the seal of 
the Turkish Government and on the other aide the 
seal of the United States Government, declaring 
over both their seals that he is an American 
citizen according to the law.

Despues de una buena varada, de la que 
hos sacarom unes carolinos conocidos, fui- 
mos 4 pasar ja nochs 4 su misma casa 
ep una pequena isla redonda, llamada To- 
letik, cuya gente se porté muy bien, 
nos ofrecieron de todo cuanto tenian. Al 
amanecer del dia 17 salimos para el barrio 
y puerto de RonsKiti, puebio donds es-

Por la manana del 
dia 18, muy agradecidos de aquella pobre 
gente, como de los anteriores, nos embar- 
camos con buen tiempo, y en tres horas 
jlegamos a la casa del Rey de Kiti, como 
4ias nueve y media 6 diez de la mafana. 
El Rey, que nos esperaba, nos recibiéd muy 
bieu en su nueva Casa, que estaba con- 
cluyendo de poner el piso.

Las cucharas y tenedo- 
res, muy limpios y de muy buena metal; 
ios cuchillos hasta de lujo; las servilletas 
como se presentan en muy pocas mesas de 
toda etiqueta, y los vasos, tazas, platos, etc., 
todo de tan buen gusto, que se podian pre- 
septar en ja mssa mas decente. La otra 
mitad del puerco lo dieron 4 los cuatro 
soldados. 

La noche de este dia al 19, la pasamos 
en la casa del Rey, y por la mafana tem- 
prano, despues de pagarle y agradecerie, 
como era justo, su buen compartamiento, 
nos despedimos carinosamente hasta los: pri- 
meros dias de jwiio. La navegacion de vuslta 
la tuvimos muy buena y raépida, con viento 
en popa hasta la vista del penon de Cho- 
cach; pero desde alli, que el viento era 
fuerte y contrario, sufrimos mucho y no 
audabamos casi nada; pasando y tropezando

Al poco tiempo despues de ja misa de siets, 
4 la que asiste siempre el sefor Goberna- 
dor y su amable familia, como tambien si- 
gunos marineros. del «Moline» y «Manila», 
tuve ocasion para hablar con dicho sefor 
Gobernador, y le di cuenta~-detallada de la 
expedicion, asi como da la tan busna aco- 
gida y magnifico recibimisnto quo nos hi- 
cieron los naturales en todos los puntos 
que tocamos, y especialmeuts en la tribu 
de Kiti, cuyo Rey y demas Chifss se por- 
taron muy bien y con deseos de que fue- 
semos 4 su cdérte cuanto antes. Da todo 
lo cual el senor Gobernador se mostré al- 
tamente complacido, y nos dijo qua cuando 
quisiéramos ir, no tenfamos mas que avi- 
sarle la vispera, y tendriamos bote y gente 
para llevarlo. 

Dasde luego nos pusimos de acuerdo para 
salir de la Colonia el dia 1.° de julio, y 
poder celebrar la primera misa el dia 3, 
miércoies. Hu conversacion particular que 
tuve con el senor, Gobernador me ocfrecid 
todo su apoyo y toda su influencia, y que 
contase con él en todo cuanto fuese me- 
nester. 

Se tocaba con una gran dificultad, y era 
la de conducir los bultos, que aunque no 
eran muchos ni muy grandes, dificilmente 
se podian lievar en un bote, aunque fuese 
grande, por los muchos bajos que sé en- 


cuentran al rededor da la isla, y por lo 


mucho que calan jos botes de los barcos. 
Para salir fusra da los arrecifes, son em- 
barcaciones pequefas; y para navegar por 
dentro, el psso es muy peligroso; sin em- 
bargo, el Gobernador tenia fletado un bote

Knterado por el duefio y patron del bote, 
que era el hijo del viejo y achacoso Juan 
el portugués, de los bultos de los Padres, 
al punto ordend el Rey 4 los naturales que 
llevaba consigo, tomasen los cinco referidos 
buitos y los depositasen en su propia casa, 
como en efecto lo hicieron. 

Mientras tanto, el sefior Gobernador que, 
s°guo me dijo, queria dar ai establecimiento 
ja Mision toda la solemnidad pvesible, 
ordend fuese el trasporte de guerra «Ma- 
nila», & conducir la Mision, y que asistiesen 
todos 4 la ceiebracion de la primera misa 
eu Kiti. Al efecto mandé tambien se lie- 
vasen una buena coleccion de cohetes, ban- 
deras de todos colores, un globo, y que se 
hiciesen algunos disparos de cafon con el 
que se llevaba para el nuevo destacamento, 
qua queda tambien estab'ecido en el puuto 
de la Mision. 

En virtud de esto, y de acuerdo con el 
senor Gobernador y Comandants del «Ma- 
nila», el domingo, dia 30 de junio, se con- 
dujsrop 4 dicho barco todos los efectos para 
Kiti, y tambien una buena partida de tsbias 
y planchas, que teniamos depositudas en 
ponton «D,.* Maria de Molina.» 

El luues, dia 1.° da juiio, vino ua 
bote dei «Manila» en el que nos em- 
barcamos el M. R. P. Superior Fr. Satur- 
nino Maria de Artajona y Fr. Miguel Maria 
ds Gorriti, que veniad para 
asi como tambien ei simpatico senor S«cre- 
tario dom’ Angel Zarpe, (uavarro, de Aciz), 
y el sefor Capitan de la fuerza, don José 
Cortijo, més los tres que habiamos de quedar 
en la Mision, el hermano Fr. Benito de 


Rona., con el nifio Joaquin, hijo del malo- 
grado Pedro, de Marianas. Liegamos 4 bordo 
como 4 las siete de la mamana, y salid el 
barco como 4 las ocho; y en unas cuatro 
horas, esto es, para las doce del mediodia, 
estabamos en el puerto de Mutdk fondeados, 
en frenta de la casa y barrio donde vivia 
6| Rey, aunque algo distante.

Fueron muy bien obsequiades por toda 
la Oficialidad en el barco, y despues de un 
buen rato de amistusa y fsmiiar conver- 
sacion con todos ellos, se desembarcaron 
todos los efectos que venian para el des- 
tacamento y mision, en dos botes por se- 
parado, y nosotros nos embarcamos en otro 
bote, ylo mismo los naturales con su Ray, 
etc., etc.; y prévia una carifosa despedida, 
nos dirigimos para la casa del Ray, que 
esta un kilémetro largo desde ei desem- 
barcadero.

Turkey. I had the idea that I was going to a 


country where a man with honesty and integ- 
rity will not be molested in his peaceful pur- 


suits. But some difficulties that we are at prea-_ 
ent having with the Custom House officials, a | 


brief account of which I will give below, which, 
I assure you, would be a subject of prolonged 
discussions and negotiations between the Amer- 
ican Legation and the Porte if it was attempted 
in the Constantinople Custom House on an 
American citizen, is against my conception of 
justice. 

I was told that the customs laws of this coun- 
try are adjusted in such a way that 
We are powerless to defend ourselves 


against any wrong that ‘may be attempted 
against us. As a stranger, am unable to 
comprehend, still more to believe, that these 
Jaws will allow an honest man to unjustly suffer. 
But though they may allow such an injustice, it 
is the glory of this great country thatthe suf- 
ferer can raise his voice to those in power, and 
through the press to the public, aud demand 
protection and justice. 1 was advised to apply 
to a lawyer tliat he might put in a presentable 
form what I had tu say, but I declined to follow 
it, being confident that truth and richt can take 
care of themselves, without the formality of the 
law. Therefore, I will simply state the facts in 
the case, and from the nature of the subject 
matter, itmay be lengthy but considering the 
enormity of the wrong that is being done us, I 
hope your Honor will patiently peruse my 
statement and forward it to the proper author- 
ities. 

We received in December last, eighteen bales 
of Oriental goods which were detained several 
weeks in the Custom House on 

A CLAIM OF UNDERVALUEATION, 

and after causing us to lose our entire Christmas 
trade, the goods were delivered to us withont 
any advance whatever. Mr. Barnes, the acting 
appraiser, told me in regard of those zooda, that 
somebody who had seen the goods told him that 
they were 8o undervalued that he wonld pay us 
100 per cent profit if we were willing toseil, As 
Mr. Barnes declined to give the name of the party 
who made the offer, we told him that we 
were willing to aall the goods at only 40 
per cent profit instead of 100 rer cent, and that 
if we were not in the boliday trade we conld sell 
the same at 20 per cent protit. The party never 
came forward. 


—— 


Samples of these goods were sent to New 


York by Mr. Barnes; later word was sent to us 
that we could have them withonrt any advance. 

Another shipment arrived in the same month, 
which were delivered to us without any difi- 
culty. 

When those last four invoices of goods now 
under dispute arrived, and the appraiser de- 
cided to advance the invoice prices, we asked 
our broker why they should raise difficulty 


— 


again, after receiving assurance from New York | 


that there was no unidervaiuation. His answer 
was that Mr. Barnes read him a letter received 


from the New York Custom Jiouse saving that | 


the officer who had written the former letter, 
declaring the former goods as being all right, 
did not know his business; that these goods 
were not all right, and shou'd have been raised 
YOO per cent; that they were raising in New 
York all oridntal goods 100 per cent, and that 
Chicago officers should raise al! Turkish goods 
indiscriminately. Mr. Barnes told also to our 
broker that the “party” who had offered 10vV 
per cent on the former goods was “kicking” be- 
causes those were delivered to us without any 
advance, 


How is it that a New York official, “without 
knowing his business,” can write here to deliver 
the goods without any advance, and, how can 


another official dare to write here that our in-' 


voices should be advanced indiscriminately 
without having seen the goods? 

An uncondemned man is innocent before the 
law. Does this principle hold good in matters 
pertaining to cnstom-lose? 

Though the above remarks belong to past 
transactions, but havine close connection with 
the present case, 1 deemed it necessary to allude 
to them. 

Now, let us return to the main question. 

Last week we were called to the Appraiser’s 
office, where we met four mere ant appraisers, 
to whom we were to present ourcase. The cir- 
cumetances of the sppraivement is, in brief, as 
follows: The goods were opened befora us all. 
Mr. Barnes, havivug both our consular invoice 
and 

MIS NEFORMED INVOICE 
in hand, came forward, and the following dia- 
logue with Merchant Appraisers took place: 

Mr. Barnes—Here is a portiere invoiced at 
105 piasters. which I raised to 125 p asters. 

Mr. Apprairersa—That ix very little for it; 
make it 250 piasters. All rigiit. 

Mr. Barnes—Here is a lot of satin bags in. 
voiced 627 piastera. raised it to 1,200 pias- 
ters. 

Mr. Appraisers and Mr. Barnes, after consult- 
id¢ awhiie, the latier says to my brother Sira- 
gan: “I will reduce my figures to 1,000 pias- 
ters,” 

These are choice examples from the entire ap- 
praisement, if it can be eatled such.

eample of dir. Barnes’ ap- 
praisement: Some Turkish towels be- 
ing invoiced at 24 certs each 


(that is 515 pasters) and raised up to 50 cents 
apiece. Mr. Barnes, on being questioned by my 
brother, S ragian, for whist reason he had done 
so, his anawer was, cailsia linen merchant, 
who told me’such towels would seil here at S09 a 
dozen; that is, 75 cents apiece, and I concluded 
that their Coustantinople price must be 50 
cents.” 

If the above were told us by another person 
asatrue occurrence in a customs house we 
would not believe it. Thinking how it could be 
possibis in an enlightened country like this, and

praiser. Those of the former two called by the 
appraiser is as follows: One of them rather a 
young man, looking quite ambit ous and] pruri- 
ent. On being asked who he was, answeréd that 
he was from St. Louis and a dea'er in carpets, 
and sold a few rugs, and had been expressly 
called for this case. Lateron,in the presence 
of others, he acknowledged that he belonged to 
a well-known iouse of this city, and that the 
reason be first toid us as being from St. Louis 
was to conceal his identity. And he turned 
crimson. 

In out opinion he ought to be laid aside from 
among the respectable appraisers. 

The other one was an empioye of Joseph 
Wilde & Co., of New York. Tlus gentleman has 
not said anything to us direcily, but our broker 
told us that this New Yorker, before ceparture, 
opened a memorandum book jn the appraiser's 
ofiice in the presence of our broker, and said 
that he had been in Constantinople during the 
past tifteen vears, tobuv goods and that our 
goods had been invoiced 2U0 per cent below 
their actual valine. It is d:fficuit to believe 
that a firm like J. Wilde & Co. should send as 
its agent to Constantinople so stupid f® person 
who would pay twoor three times more than 
the market value of the goods. 

We are ready and willing to enter intoa cnn- 
tract with all such merchants to buy such goods 
at our invoice prices for them in any quuatity 
in Constantinople at 20 per cent commission. 

As to the qualification of the two appraisers 
appointed by your Honor. One of them ac- 
knowledzed that be had 

NEVER BEEN IN CONSTANTINOPLE, 
neither had he imported such goods directly, 
and that he would find the Coustantinopie 
prices of the goods by only ftiguring on their 
selling prices here. The other geutieman ac- 
knowledged that he had never been in Con- 
stantinople nor ever imported such goods, but 
be said he was able to tell their prices. 

A large lot of kiz-kilim portieres that were 
bought at 119 piasters a piece, they raised to 250 
piasters, at this rate it would cost as duty and 
ail over 20 dollars a piece, and considering the 
number of poor ones in the lot it is impossible 
to sell them at 20 doliars each and difticulé at 
15 dollars. 
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A mantle scarf bought for 55 piasters, uw, 
raised to 110 and said to us that it could be 
sold for 25 dollars an article that we have 
always retailed from 5 to 8 dollars. Many a 
lady in Chicago would have known better to tell 
its price. 

e were told that a large number of letters 


have come from New York in regard to our case | 


and that we had a right to see those, but when 
we ap lied for, we could only secure the copy of 
one letter which is from A. A. Vantyne of New 
York giving an estimate on our goods as per list 
enclosed. 

There are several points here which must be 
weil understood. 

First as we told before, our invoices are some- 
what condensed, that is if there are ten scarfs at 
10 piastera and 10 scarfs at 20 piasters, the in- 
voice says 20 scarfs at 15 piasters, thus takin 
&D average price. Wetold Mr. Barnes sever 


_ times in regard to this, that when taking samples 
he must be very careful, and must call us to | 
assort such goods for him. He promised to be. 
careful but as we were never called to assort | 


any goods in the present case, if there was any 
fault in selecting samples out of the goods, its 
responsibility remains with Mr. Barnes. | 

But if there is no mistake in selecting sam- 
ples, we now plainly declare that the merchant 
- who has appraised our goods as undervalued, 
has either been a toy in the hands of Constanti- 
ye brokers, and in this way subjected us to 
bad treatment by paying 100 per cent. more 
than their value, or st prejudiced against us. 

Having perfect knowledge of the correctness 
of our invoice prices, we can not think other- 
wise. And as a proof to this we hereby propose 
to Mr. Vantyne that those goods invoiced at 12 
10, 55, and 8 piasters each, which he has raised 
from 100 to 300 per cent., we can send to him 
from Constantinople at our invoice prices at 20 
per cent commission. 

If he really has no prejudice against us, and 
he pays so much for these goods, as s business 
man he 

OUGHT TO TAKE ADVANTAGE |

which he can have goods at half what he usually | 


paid. 

I regret to say that there have been merchants | 
of my own nationality wlio have made fraudu- 
lent invoices of their goods, but it is hardly fair 
to class all Armenian. merchants in the same 
category. There are dishonest merchants as 
well as upright ones 1n a!l nationalities, and it 
will certainly be unjust to defame a whole nation 
on account of a few individuals. 

1 now conclude the story of this case by de- 
claring to your Honor that an outrage has been 
done us. 

We have every possible proof under the sun 
to show the correctness of our invoices. 

We can seud samples to Constantinople, have 
| the goods examined by a commission of re- 
| spectable merchants there, under the super- 
| vision of the United States Consul, and have 
‘also the books of both merchanis (the dealer
